ARTHUR  FIEDLER 

Arthur  Fiedler  is  without  doubt  Boston's 
best  known  and  best  loved  citizen.  His 
unique  personality,  his  warmth,  his  style, 
and  his  individual  approach  to  music  have 
made  him  as  familiar  as  Symphony  Hall 
itself.  More  than  the  local  boy  who  made 
good,  he  has  put  an  indelible  mark  not 
only  on  the  musical  history  of  this  city, 
but  also  on  the  musical  taste  of  millions 
throughout  the  world. 

Born  in  Boston  on  December  17  1894,  John  a.  wolters 

Arthur  Fiedler  inherited  a rich  family  background  of  European  musical 
culture.  His  father,  Austrian-born  Emanuel  Fiedler,  was  a first  violinist 
with  the  Boston  Symphony,  and  his  mother  a gifted  amateur  musician 
who  gave  young  Arthur  his  first  piano  lessons.  'I  was  brought  up  in  the 
European  manner,'  Mr  Fiedler  says.  'As  a young  boy,  I practiced  the 
violin  and  piano,  and  studied  French  and  German.  I didn't  like  music 
more  than  any  other  kid.  Practice  and  lessons  were  drudgery.'  When  he 
showed  progress  in  his  practice  sessions,  his  mother  rewarded  him  with 
a trip  to  B.  F.  Keith's  vaudeville  theatre  — which  may  account  for  his 
reputation  not  only  as  a popular  conductor  but  as  a showman  par 
excellence. 

Arthur  Fiedler  was  a pupil  at  the  Prince  Grammar  School  and  the  Boston 
Latin  School  until  his  father  retired  after  twenty-five  years  in  the  Boston 
Symphony  and  the  family  returned  to  their  native  Austria.  In  Vienna 
and  later  in  Berlin,  Arthur  worked  in  the  publishing  business  before 
entering  the  Royal  Academy  in  Berlin  as  a student  of  violin,  piano 
and  conducting. 

At  the  outbreak  of  world  war  one  Arthur  Fiedler  returned  to  Boston, 
and  in  1915,  at  the  age  of  twenty,  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  as 
a violinist  under  Karl  Muck.  His  ambition  to  conduct  led  him  to  form, 
nine  years  later,  the  Boston  Sinfonietta,  a chamber  orchestra  composed 
of  Boston  Symphony  members.  At  the  same  time  he  continued  as  a 
member  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  playing  the  violin,  viola,  piano, 
celesta,  organ  and  even  percussion  instruments.  In  1929,  after  long 
planning  and  financial  struggle,  Mr  Fiedler  launched  the  first  of  the 
free  outdoor  Esplanade  Concerts  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Charles  River. 
July  1954  was  a specially  historic  month  in  Esplanade  history:  it  was 
then  that  Governor  Christian  Herter  celebrated  the  twenty-fifth  anniver- 
sary of  the  concerts  by  dedicating  the  new  'Arthur  Fiedler  Bridge'  over 
what  is  now  Storrow  Drive. 

In  1930  Mr  Fiedler  was  appointed  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston 
Pops  concerts,  and  under  his  direction  the  Orchestra  has  made  more 
recordings  than  any  other  in  the  world.  His  discovery  of  a forgotten 
composition  by  Jacob  Gade,  Jalousie , resulted  in  the  sale  of  more  than 
a million  copies  of  the  Pops  recording.  Fourteen  years  ago  RCA  honored 
Arthur  Fiedler  with  a plaque  commemorating  both  his  thirtieth  anniver- 
sary with  Esplanade  concerts  and  the  sale  of  his  two  millionth  album. 
The  total  sales  of  albums,  singles,  tapes  and  cassettes  are  today  not  far 
from  50  million.

Arthur  Fiedler  has  also  found  time  during  his  busy  career  to  teach  at 
Boston  University,  to  conduct  Boston's  Cecilia  Society  Chorus,  the 
University  Glee  Club  of  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  and  the  MacDowell 
Club  Orchestra  of  Boston.  He  has  conducted  a long  list  of  major 
American  orchestras  including  the  Boston  Symphony.  He  has  also  con- 
ducted orchestras  all  over  North  and  South  America,  Europe,  Africa, 
Asia  and  Australia. 

In  December  1969  Mr  Fiedler  celebrated  his  seventy-fifth  birthday  by 
conducting  a Gala  Concert  in  Symphony  Hall  with  the  Boston  Symphony. 
Governor  Sargent  added  to  the  occasion  by  proclaiming  it  'Arthur  Fiedler 
Day'  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  Not  only  in  Massachusetts,  but 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  globe,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the 
Boston  Pops  spread  pleasure  and  enjoyment  through  the  universal 
language  of  music.

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HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON 

HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON,  Assistant  Conduc- 
tor of  the  Boston  Pops,  has  for  many 
years  had  a double  career  in  music.  He 
was  active  both  as  conductor  and  violinist 
before  he  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  in 
1938,  when  Serge  Koussevitzky  was  con- 
ductor. Mr  Dickson's  conducting  career 
has  flourished  over  the  last  thirty  years 
at  the  Pops  and  the  Esplanade,  and  with 
Youth  Concerts  at  Symphony  Hall,  the 
series  he  founded  in  1959.  Born  on  the 
Cambridge  side  of  the  Charles  River,  he  attended  the  Somerville  High 
School  and  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music,  before  winning 
a scholarship  to  the  Hochschule  fur  Musik  in  Berlin,  Germany,  where  he 
studied  for  two  years. 

As  a chamber  music  player,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  has  been  a member  of 
the  Boston  Fine  Arts  Quartet  and  of  the  Boston  Sinfonietta.  He  has 
been  conductor  of  the  Providence  Civic  Orchestra,  and  is  now  Assistant 
Conductor  of  both  the  Pops  and  Esplanade  Orchestras.  Some  years  ago 
he  spent  time  at  the  School  of  Orchestra  Conducting  maintained  by 
another  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  Pierre  Monteux. 

Mr  Dickson  is  an  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about  musicians,  espe- 
cially conductors,  and  has  put  many  of  them  in  his  entertaining  book 
about  music  behind  the  scenes,  Gentlemen , more  cfo/ce,  please , which 
was  published  recently.  He  has  been  awarded  the  distinguished  honor 
of  Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  by  the  French  Govern- 
ment. Last  year  the  National  Conference  on  the  Humanities  presented 
a Certificate  of  Honor  to  Mr  Dickson  in  recognition  of  his  distinguished 
contribution  to  the  humanities  through  his  life  and  work.  One  of  Harry 
Ellis  Dickson's  close  friends  is  Danny  Kaye,  whose  conducting  career 
owes  a great  deal  to  his  advice  and  support.  Mr  Dickson  has  traveled  to 
many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor  to  his  part-time  con- 
ductor friend.

THE  BOSTON!  POPS 


The  evening  of  Saturday  July  11  1885:  in  Boston's  old  Music  Hall  the 
conductor  Adolf  Neuendorff  takes  his  place  on  the  podium,  and  as  he 
signals  the  musicians  of  the  Boston  Symphony  to  begin  Rossini's  Over- 
ture to  'William  Tell',  the  'Promenade  Concerts'  are  born.  It  was  a year 
or  two  earlier  that  Major  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the  Orchestra's  founder, 
had  written  of  his  wish  to  give  in  Boston,  'especially  in  the  summer, 
concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music'.  From  the  earliest  days  there  were 
both  music  and  refreshments  at  the  'Promenades'  — a novel  idea  to 
which  Bostonians  responded  enthusiastically.  The  concerts,  soon  to  be 
given  in  the  springtime  and  to  be  renamed  'Popular',  and  later  'Pops', 
fast  became  a tradition.  Audiences  numbered  in  the  millions  have  come 
to  Music  Hall  and  Symphony  Hall  to  watch  Maestro  Neuendorff  and 
his  seventeen  successors  lead  concerts  that  have  charmed  and  delighted 
with  the  best  in  light  classical  and  popular  music. 

The  'Fiedler  Era'  opened  on  May  7 1930  with  Sir  Edward  Elgar's  'Pomp 
and  Circumstance  March  no.  1',  and  a performance  of  the  'William 
Tell  Overture'  followed  the  next  evening.  Arthur  Fiedler's  canny  choice 
of  programs,  his  sponsorship  of  American  music  and  young  American 
soloists,  and  his  rediscovery  of  the  light  music  of  earlier  days,  quickly 
brought  the  Boston  Pops  to  its  present  unique  position  in  the  world  of 
music.  The  best-selling  recordings  that  Mr  Fiedler  and  the  Pops  Orchestra 
have  made  for  Polydor  and  RCA,  the  innumerable  radio  broadcasts,  and 
the  large  number  of  televised  concerts,  have  brought  the  Boston  Pops 
into  living  rooms  all  over  the  world.  The  winter  appearances  of  the 
Boston  Pops  Tour  Orchestra  throughout  the  United  States,  and  Mr 
Fiedler's  personal  appearances  in  every  part  of  the  globe,  have  created 
countless  Pops  fans  far  beyond  the  city  of  Boston.  The  success  of  the 
television  series  by  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Pops  over  the  network  of 
the  Corporation  for  Public  Broadcasting  in  1970  was  recognized  not  only 
by  the  prestigious  Peabody  Award,  but  also  by  a second  and  third  series 
last  year  and  this. 

In  April  1971  the  Boston  Pops  gave  their  first  concerts  outside  North 
America.  Mr  Fiedler  conducted  concerts  at  the  Royal  Albert  Hall,  London, 
as  part  of  the  Hall's  centennial  celebrations,  and  in  Bonn,  Germany,  at 
the  famed  Beethovenhalle.  Earlier  this  year  the  Pops  Orchestra  played 
in  Ames,  Iowa,  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  made  its  first  appearance  ever 
in  New  York  City  at  a special  concert  in  honor  of  Carnegie  Hall's 
eightieth  anniversary. 

The  Boston  Pops  is  eighty-seven  years  old  this  year,  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony ninety-one,  and  Arthur  Fiedler,  incredibly,  is  seventy-seven.  But 
age  sits  lightly  on  all  of  them,  and  Pops  remains  as  young  and  fresh 
today  as  the  springtime  which  signals  its  return  each  year  to  Symphony 
Hall.

LEO  LITWIN  received  his  early  musical 
training  in  Boston  under  Hedwig  Schroeder 
and  Jesus  Maria  Sanroma,  and  later  coached 
in  New  York  with  Josef  Lhevinne.  Since  his 
first  performance  of  Gershwin's  Rhapsody 
in  Blue , as  official  pianist  of  the  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra,  he  has  introduced  more 
new  works  for  piano  and  orchestra  at  the 
Pops  than  any  other  soloist.  His  many  first 
performances  include  Cornish  Rhapsody 
by  Hubert  Bath,  Rhapsody  Sinfonica  by 
Joaquin  Turina,  Smoky  Mountain  Suite  by  Richard  Add i nsel I , Piano 
Concerto  by  Gordelli,  Concerto  in  Jazz  by  Phillips,  Piano  Concerto 
No.  2 by  Shostakovich,  Interplay  by  Morton  Gould,  the  Alamein  Con- 
certo and  Dream  of  O/wen,  as  well  as  the  first  performance  in  the 
United  States  of  the  Warsaw  Concerto. 

Leo  Litwin  has  recorded  the  Warsaw  Concerto  three  times  for  RCA  with 
the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  Arthur  Fiedler  conducting;  the  RCA  album 
'Music  from  Million  Dollar  Movies'  includes  Leo  Litwin  as  soloist  in  the 
Warsaw  Concerto , Dream  of  Olwen  and  Cornish  Rhapsody.  He  has  also 
recorded  Carnival  of  the  Animals  of  Saint-Saens  for  RCA,  with  Mr  Fiedler 
and  the  Boston  Pops,  and  Hugh  Downs  as  narrator,  and  the  latest 
Reader's  Digest  album  of  Boston  Pops  recordings  conducted  by  Arthur 
Fiedler  features  Leo  Litwin  as  soloist  in  the  Warsaw  Concerto. 

In  addition  to  his  busy  concert  schedule,  Leo  Litwin  heads  the  Music 
Department  at  Mount  Ida  Junior  College  in  Newton,  Massachusetts, 
teaches  piano  at  his  own  studio  at  476  Boylston  Street  in  Boston,  and 
this  year  was  appointed  special  lecturer  in  the  Music  Department  of 
Northeastern  University.  One  of  his  most  gifted  pupils,  the  blind  pianist 
Rosalie  Hoffman,  has  appeared  as  soloist  with  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the 
Pops  Orchestra  on  six  occasions,  bringing  her  the  honor  of  being  the 
first  blind  pianist  ever  to  perform  in  the  lengthy  history  of  the  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra.

DOC  SEVERINSEN,  a native  of  Arlington, 
Oregon,  was  called  'Little  Doc'  as  a boy,  his 
father  being  'Big  Doc',  the  local  dentist.  He 
came  to  playing  the  trumpet  because  there 
was  no  trombone  — which  he  wanted  to 
learn  at  the  age  of  seven  — in  the  local 
music  store.  His  progress  was  extraordinary, 
and  before  he  finished  high  school  he  went 
on  tour  with  Ted  Rita's  band.  After  a year 
in  the  US  Army,  Doc  played  with  Tommy 
Dorsey,  Charlie  Barnett  and  Benny  Good- 
man. In  1949  he  went  to  New  York  and  was  hired  as  a staff  musician  at 
NBC.  He  played  on  many  shows,  among  them  those  of  Kate  Smith,  Eddie 
Fisher,  Steve  Allen  and  Dinah  Shore.  In  1962  he  became  a regular  mem- 
ber of  Skitch  Henderson's  Orchestra. 

Today  Doc  is  Musical  Conductor  of  the  'Tonight  Show',  he  recently 
signed  with  RCA  Records  — his  first  album  is  called  'Brass  Roots'  — 
he  received  the  Playboy  Poll  Award  for  1970  as  Conductor  and  First 
trumpet,  and  recently  appeared  in  the  Persian  Room  of  New  York's 
Plaza  Hotel.  He  also  plays  in  all  of  the  Johnny  Carson  concerts,  conducts 
brass  clinics,  and  is  a guest  with  major  symphony  orchestras  around 
the  country.  He  recently  appeared  with  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra  in  Ames,  Iowa. 


MAX  HOBART,  Acting  concertmaster  of  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  was  appointed  to 
the  third  chair  in  the  first  violin  section  of 
the  Boston  Symphony  three  years  ago.  He 
studied  with  Vera  Barstow,  who  guided  him 
especially  towards  chamber  music.  As  a 
result  of  winning  the  Coleman  auditions  in 
Pasadena,  California,  he  was  invited  to  study 
and  coach  with  the  Quartetto  Italiano.  In 
1956,  as  a member  of  the  Graduate  String 
Quartet  of  the  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, he  made  a twelve-week  tour  of  Europe,  during  which  he  per- 
formed in  Venice  with  the  Virtuosi  di  Roma. 

Since  he  came  to  Boston,  Max  Hobart  has  been  active  in  many  spheres 
of  musical  activity.  He  has  been  a member  of  the  Violone  Ensemble, 
which  gave  concerts  throughout  New  England,  and  has  given  recitals  at 
the  New  England  Conservatory  and  the  Gardner  Museum.  He  has  per- 
formed the  Violin  concerto  by  Mendelssohn  with  the  Boston  Pops,  and 
taken  part  in  the  recent  recording  by  the  Boston  Symphony  Chamber 
Players  of  the  G major  Quintet  by  Dvorak  for  Deutsche  Grammophon. 
Concertmaster  of  the  Newton  Symphony,  with  whom  he  has  appeared 
as  soloist,  Max  Hobart  is  a faculty  member  of  the  New  England  Con- 
servatory, and  of  the  Berkshire  Music  Center  at  Tanglewood.

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Kennedy  and  Muskie 


The  ironies  in  the  Kennedy- 
Muskie  tug  of  Presidential  war  are 
reaching  the  breaking  point. 

The  esteem  towards  Sen. 
Edward  M.  Kennedy  among  Dr. 
George  Gallup’s  constituents  is  ris- 
ing steadily,  just  as  Kennedy’s  real 
chances  for  the  White  House  are 
evaporating. 

Why  is  he  prospering  in  the 
polls?  Almost  for  the  same  reason 
Muskie  is  doing  well  among  the 
people  who  decide  the  Democratic 
nomination.  Perhaps  this  dichotomy 
is  proof  of  the  bankruptcy  of  the 
two-party  system,  but  try  telling 
that  to  an  alderman  in  Pittsburgh. 

Kennedy’s  is  a bold,  clear 
voice  on  a wide  range  of  public 
issues.  He  is  truly  liberated  from 
considerations  of  political  gain,  so  he 
is  deliberately  controversial  and 
flamboyant  on  Ireland,  civil  liberties 
and  the  oil  depletion  allowance. 

Muskie’s  views  seem  iden- 


tical to  Kennedy’s.  But  Muskie 
speaks  less  flashily — or  less  fer- 
vently — and  politicians  and  many 
voters  see  him  as  a quieter,  duller  — 
or  more  stable  — man,  less  of  a boat- 
rocking paladin  for  the  Party. 

Kennedy’s  main  asset  can 
be  converted  into  liquid  currency 
only  by  going  into  the  primaries,  a 
path  he  has  foresworn.  So  he  waits 
until  Muskie  loses  a few  primaries. 
But  another  irony  clouds  this  wait- 
ing period:  nobody  is  in  shape  to  beat 
Muskie  because  Kennedy  has  so 
monopolized  the  attention  and 
energies  of  those  seeking  an  alterna- 
tive to  Muskie. 

The  endorsement  of  Muskie 
by  Sen.  John  V.  Tunney  of  California 
was  final  proof  that  the  Kennedy- 
for-President  drive  is  mostly  gossip 
and  gossamer.  Tunney  rang  down 
the  curtain  on  the  great  scenario 
before  an  out-of-town  tryout.

ARTHUR  FIEDLER 

Arthur  Fiedler  is  without  doubt  Boston's 
best  known  and  best  loved  citizen.  His 
unique  personality,  his  warmth,  his  style, 
and  his  individual  approach  to  music  have 
made  him  as  familiar  as  Symphony  Hall 
itself.  More  than  the  local  boy  who  made 
good,  he  has  put  an  indelible  mark  not 
only  on  the  musical  history  of  this  city, 
but  also  on  the  musical  taste  of  millions 
throughout  the  world. 

Born  in  Boston  on  December  17  1894, 

Arthur  Fiedler  inherited  a rich  family  background  of  European  musical 
culture.  His  father,  Austrian-born  Emanuel  Fiedler,  was  a first  violinist 
with  the  Boston  Symphony,  and  his  mother  a gifted  amateur  musician 
who  gave  young  Arthur  his  first  piano  lessons.  'I  was  brought  up  in  the 
European  manner,'  Mr  Fiedler  says.  'As  a young  boy,  I practiced  the 
violin  and  piano,  and  studied  French  and  German.  I didn't  like  music 
more  than  any  other  kid.  Practice  and  lessons  were  drudgery.'  When  he 
showed  progress  in  his  practice  sessions,  his  mother  rewarded  him  with 
a trip  to  B.  F.  Keith's  vaudeville  theatre  — which  may  account  for  his 
reputation  not  only  as  a popular  conductor  but  as  a showman  par 
excellence. 

Arthur  Fiedler  was  a pupil  at  the  Prince  Grammar  School  and  the  Boston 
Latin  School  until  his  father  retired  after  twenty-five  years  in  the  Boston 
Symphony  and  the  family  returned  to  their  native  Austria.  In  Vienna 
and  later  in  Berlin,  Arthur  worked  in  the  publishing  business  before 
entering  the  Royal  Academy  in  Berlin  as  a student  of  violin,  piano 
and  conducting. 

At  the  outbreak  of  world  war  one  Arthur  Fiedler  returned  to  Boston, 
and  in  1915,  at  the  age  of  twenty,  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  as 
a violinist  under  Karl  Muck.  His  ambition  to  conduct  led  him  to  form, 
nine  years  later,  the  Boston  Sinfonietta,  a chamber  orchestra  composed 
of  Boston  Symphony  members.  At  the  same  time  he  continued  as  a 
member  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  playing  the  violin,  viola,  piano, 
celesta,  organ  and  even  percussion  instruments.  In  1929,  after  long 
planning  and  financial  struggle,  Mr  Fiedler  launched  the  first  of  the 
free  outdoor  Esplanade  Concerts  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Charles  River. 
July  1954  was  a specially  historic  month  in  Esplanade  history:  it  was 
then  that  Governor  Christian  Herter  celebrated  the  twenty-fifth  anniver- 
sary of  the  concerts  by  dedicating  the  new  'Arthur  Fiedler  Bridge'  over 
what  is  now  Storrow  Drive. 

In  1930  Mr  Fiedler  was  appointed  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston 
Pops  concerts,  and  under  his  direction  the  Orchestra  has  made  more 
recordings  than  any  other  in  the  world.  His  discovery  of  a forgotten 
composition  by  Jacob  Gade,  Jalousie,  resulted  in  the  sale  of  more  than 
a million  copies  of  the  Pops  recording.  Fourteen  years  ago  RCA  honored 
Arthur  Fiedler  with  a plaque  commemorating  both  his  thirtieth  anniver- 
sary with  Esplanade  concerts  and  the  sale  of  his  two  millionth  album. 
The  total  sales  of  albums,  singles,  tapes  and  cassettes  are  today  not  far 
from  50  million.

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Arthur  Fiedler  has  also  found  time  during  his  busy  career  to  teach  at 
Boston  University,  to  conduct  Boston's  Cecilia  Society  Chorus,  the 
University  Glee  Club  of  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  and  the  MacDowell 
Club  Orchestra  of  Boston.  He  has  conducted  a long  list  of  major 
American  orchestras  including  the  Boston  Symphony.  He  has  also  con- 
ducted orchestras  all  over  North  and  South  America,  Europe,  Africa, 
Asia  and  Australia. 

In  December  1969  Mr  Fiedler  celebrated  his  seventy-fifth  birthday  by 
conducting  a Gala  Concert  in  Symphony  Hall  with  the  Boston  Symphony. 
Governor  Sargent  added  to  the  occasion  by  proclaiming  it  'Arthur  Fiedler 
Day'  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  Not  only  in  Massachusetts,  but 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  globe,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the 
Boston  Pops  spread  pleasure  and  enjoyment  through  the  universal 
language  of  music.

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HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSOM 

HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON,  Assistant  Conduc- 
tor of  the  Boston  Pops,  has  for  many 
years  had  a double  career  in  music.  He 
was  active  both  as  conductor  and  violinist 
before  he  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  in 
1938,  when  Serge  Koussevitzky  was  con- 
ductor. Mr  Dickson's  conducting  career 
has  flourished  over  the  last  thirty  years 
at  the  Pops  and  the  Esplanade,  and  with 
Youth  Concerts  at  Symphony  Hall,  the 
series  he  founded  in  1959.  Born  on  the 
Cambridge  side  of  the  Charles  River,  he  attended  the  Somerville  High 
School  and  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music,  before  winning 
a scholarship  to  the  Hochschule  fur  Musik  in  Berlin,  Germany,  where  he 
studied  for  two  years. 

As  a chamber  music  player,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  has  been  a member  of 
the  Boston  Fine  Arts  Quartet  and  of  the  Boston  Sinfonietta.  He  has 
been  conductor  of  the  Providence  Civic  Orchestra,  and  is  now  Assistant 
Conductor  of  both  the  Pops  and  Esplanade  Orchestras.  Some  years  ago 
he  spent  time  at  the  School  of  Orchestra  Conducting  maintained  by 
another  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  Pierre  Monteux. 

Mr  Dickson  is  an  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about  musicians,  espe- 
cially conductors,  and  has  put  many  of  them  in  his  entertaining  book 
about  music  behind  the  scenes,  Gentlemen , more  dolce,  please , which 
was  published  recently.  He  has  been  awarded  the  distinguished  honor 
of  Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  by  the  French  Govern- 
ment.

One  of  Harry 
Ellis  Dickson's  close  friends  is  Danny  Kaye,  whose  conducting  career 
owes  a great  deal  to  his  advice  and  support.  Mr  Dickson  has  traveled  to 
many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor  to  his  part-time  con- 
ductor friend.

THE  BOSTON!  POPS 


The  evening  of  Saturday  July  11  1885:  in  Boston's  old  Music  Hall  the 
conductor  Adolf  Neuendorff  takes  his  place  on  the  podium,  and  as  he 
signals  the  musicians  of  the  Boston  Symphony  to  begin  Rossini's  Over- 
ture to  'William  Tell',  the  'Promenade  Concerts'  are  born.  It  was  a year 
or  two  earlier  that  Major  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the  Orchestra's  founder, 
had  written  of  his  wish  to  give  in  Boston,  'especially  in  the  summer, 
concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music'.  From  the  earliest  days  there  were 
both  music  and  refreshments  at  the  'Promenades'  — a novel  idea  to 
which  Bostonians  responded  enthusiastically.  The  concerts,  soon  to  be 
given  in  the  springtime  and  to  be  renamed  'Popular',  and  later  'Pops', 
fast  became  a tradition.  Audiences  numbered  in  the  millions  have  come 
to  Music  Hall  and  Symphony  Hall  to  watch  Maestro  Neuendorff  and 
his  seventeen  successors  lead  concerts  that  have  charmed  and  delighted 
with  the  best  in  light  classical  and  popular  music. 

The  'Fiedler  Era'  opened  on  May  7 1930  with  Sir  Edward  Elgar's  'Pomp 
and  Circumstance  March  no.  V,  and  a performance  of  the  'William 
Tell  Overture'  followed  the  next  evening.  Arthur  Fiedler's  canny  choice 
of  programs,  his  sponsorship  of  American  music  and  young  American 
soloists,  and  his  rediscovery  of  the  light  music  of  earlier  days,  quickly 
brought  the  Boston  Pops  to  its  present  unique  position  in  the  world  of 
music.  The  best-selling  recordings  that  Mr  Fiedler  and  the  Pops  Orchestra 
have  made  for  Polydor  and  RCA,  the  innumerable  radio  broadcasts,  and 
the  large  number  of  televised  concerts,  have  brought  the  Boston  Pops 
into  living  rooms  all  over  the  world.  The  winter  appearances  of  the 
Boston  Pops  Tour  Orchestra  throughout  the  United  States,  and  Mr 
Fiedler's  personal  appearances  in  every  part  of  the  globe,  have  created 
countless  Pops  fans  far  beyond  the  city  of  Boston.  The  success  of  the 
television  series  by  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Pops  over  the  network  of 
the  Corporation  for  Public  Broadcasting  in  1970  was  recognized  not  only 
by  the  prestigious  Peabody  Award,  but  also  by  a second  and  third  series 
last  year  and  this. 

In  April  1971  the  Boston  Pops  gave  their  first  concerts  outside  North 
America.  Mr  Fiedler  conducted  concerts  at  the  Royal  Albert  Hall,  London, 
as  part  of  the  Hall's  centennial  celebrations,  and  in  Bonn,  Germany,  at 
the  famed  Beethovenhalle.  Earlier  this  year  the  Pops  Orchestra  played 
in  Ames,  Iowa,  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  made  its  first  appearance  ever 
in  New  York  City  at  a special  concert  in  honor  of  Carnegie  Hall's 
eightieth  anniversary. 

The  Boston  Pops  is  eighty-seven  years  old  this  year,  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony ninety-one,  and  Arthur  Fiedler,  incredibly,  is  seventy-seven.  But 
age  sits  lightly  on  all  of  them,  and  Pops  remains  as  young  and  fresh 
today  as  the  springtime  which  signals  its  return  each  year  to  Symphony 
Hall.

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Kennedy  and  Muskie 


The  ironies  in  the  Kennedy- 
Muskie  tug  of  Presidential  war  are 
reaching  the  breaking  point. 

The  esteem  towards  Sen. 
Edward  M.  Kennedy  among  Dr. 
George  Gallup’s  constituents  is  ris- 
ing steadily,  just  as  Kennedy’s  real 
chances  for  the  White  House  are 
evaporating. 

Why  is  he  prospering  in  the 
polls?  Almost  for  the  same  reason 
Muskie  is  doing  well  among  the 
people  who  decide  the  Democratic 
nomination.  Perhaps  this  dichotomy 
is  proof  of  the  bankruptcy  of  the 
two-party  system,  but  try  telling 
that  to  an  alderman  in  Pittsburgh. 

Kennedy’s  is  a bold,  clear 
voice  on  a wide  range  of  public 
issues.  He  is  truly  liberated  from 
considerations  of  political  gain,  so  he 
is  deliberately  controversial  and 
flamboyant  on  Ireland,  civil  liberties 
and  the  oil  depletion  allowance. 

Muskie’s  views  seem  iden- 


tical to  Kennedy’s.  But  Muskie 
speaks  less  flashily — or  less  fer- 
vently — and  politicians  and  many 
voters  see  him  as  a quieter,  duller — 
or  more  stable  — man,  less  of  a boat- 
rocking paladin  for  the  Party. 

Kennedy’s  main  asset  can 
be  converted  into  liquid  currency 
only  by  going  into  the  primaries,  a 
path  he  has  foresworn.  So  he  waits 
until  Muskie  loses  a few  primaries. 
But  another  irony  clouds  this  wait- 
ing period:  nobody  is  in  shape  to  beat 
Muskie  because  Kennedy  has  so 
monopolized  the  attention  and 
energies  of  those  seeking  an  alterna- 
tive to  Muskie. 

The  endorsement  of  Muskie 
by  Sen.  John  V.  Tunney  of  California 
was  final  proof  that  the  Kennedy- 
for-President  drive  is  mostly  gossip 
and  gossamer.  Tunney  rang  down 
the  curtain  on  the  great  scenario 
before  an  out-of-town  tryout.

ARTHUR  FIEDLER 

Arthur  Fiedler  is  without  doubt  Boston's 
best  known  and  best  loved  citizen.  His 
unique  personality,  his  warmth,  his  style, 
and  his  individual  approach  to  music  have 
made  him  as  familiar  as  Symphony  Hall 
itself.  More  than  the  local  boy  who  made 
good,  he  has  put  an  indelible  mark  not 
only  on  the  musical  history  of  this  city, 
but  also  on  the  musical  taste  of  millions 
throughout  the  world. 

Born  in  Boston  on  December  17  1894, 

Arthur  Fiedler  inherited  a rich  family  background  of  European  musical 
culture.  His  father,  Austrian-born  Emanuel  Fiedler,  was  a first  violinist 
with  the  Boston  Symphony,  and  his  mother  a gifted  amateur  musician 
who  gave  young  Arthur  his  first  piano  lessons.  'I  was  brought  up  in  the 
European  manner/  Mr  Fiedler  says.  'As  a young  boy,  I practiced  the 
violin  and  piano,  and  studied  French  and  German.  I didn't  like  music 
more  than  any  other  kid.  Practice  and  lessons  were  drudgery.'  When  he 
showed  progress  in  his  practice  sessions,  his  mother  rewarded  him  with 
a trip  to  B.  F.  Keith's  vaudeville  theatre  — which  may  account  for  his 
reputation  not  only  as  a popular  conductor  but  as  a showman  par 
excellence. 

Arthur  Fiedler  was  a pupil  at  the  Prince  Grammar  School  and  the  Boston 
Latin  School  until  his  father  retired  after  twenty-five  years  in  the  Boston 
Symphony  and  the  family  returned  to  their  native  Austria.  In  Vienna 
and  later  in  Berlin,  Arthur  worked  in  the  publishing  business  before 
entering  the  Royal  Academy  in  Berlin  as  a student  of  violin,  piano 
and  conducting. 

At  the  outbreak  of  world  war  one  Arthur  Fiedler  returned  to  Boston, 
and  in  1915,  at  the  age  of  twenty,  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  as 
a violinist  under  Karl  Muck.  His  ambition  to  conduct  led  him  to  form, 
nine  years  later,  the  Boston  Sinfonietta,  a chamber  orchestra  composed 
of  Boston  Symphony  members.  At  the  same  time  he  continued  as  a 
member  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  playing  the  violin,  viola,  piano, 
celesta,  organ  and  even  percussion  instruments.  In  1929,  after  long 
planning  and  financial  struggle,  Mr  Fiedler  launched  the  first  of  the 
free  outdoor  Esplanade  Concerts  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Charles  River. 
July  1954  was  a specially  historic  month  in  Esplanade  history:  it  was 
then  that  Governor  Christian  Herter  celebrated  the  twenty-fifth  anniver- 
sary of  the  concerts  by  dedicating  the  new  'Arthur  Fiedler  Bridge'  over 
what  is  now  Storrow  Drive. 

In  1930  Mr  Fiedler  was  appointed  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston 
Pops  concerts,  and  under  his  direction  the  Orchestra  has  made  more 
recordings  than  any  other  in  the  world.  His  discovery  of  a forgotten 
composition  by  Jacob  Gade,  Jalousie , resulted  in  the  sale  of  more  than 
a million  copies  of  the  Pops  recording.  Fourteen  years  ago  RCA  honored 
Arthur  Fiedler  with  a plaque  commemorating  both  his  thirtieth  anniver- 
sary with  Esplanade  concerts  and  the  sale  of  his  two  millionth  album. 
The  total  sales  of  albums,  singles,  tapes  and  cassettes  are  today  not  far 
from  50  million.

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Arthur  Fiedler  has  also  found  time  during  his  busy  career  to  teach  at 
Boston  University,  to  conduct  Boston's  Cecilia  Society  Chorus,  the 
University  Glee  Club  of  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  and  the  MacDowell 
Club  Orchestra  of  Boston.  He  has  conducted  a long  list  of  major 
American  orchestras  including  the  Boston  Symphony.  He  has  also  con- 
ducted orchestras  all  over  North  and  South  America,  Europe,  Africa, 
Asia  and  Australia.

HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON,  Assistant  Conduc- 
tor  of  the  Boston  Pops,  has  for  many 
years  had  a double  career  in  music.  He 
was  active  both  as  conductor  and  violinist 
before  he  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  in 
1938,  when  Serge  Koussevitzky  was  con- 
ductor. Mr  Dickson's  conducting  career 
has  flourished  over  the  last  thirty  years 
at  the  Pops  and  the  Esplanade,  and  with 
Youth  Concerts  at  Symphony  Hall,  the 
series  he  founded  in  1959.  Born  on  the 
Cambridge  side  of  the  Charles  River,  he  attended  the  Somerville  High 
School  and  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music,  before  winning 
a scholarship  to  the  Hochschule  fur  Musik  in  Berlin,  Germany,  where  he 
studied  for  two  years. 

As  a chamber  music  player,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  has  been  a member  of 
the  Boston  Fine  Arts  Quartet  and  of  the  Boston  Sinfonietta.  He  has 
been  conductor  of  the  Providence  Civic  Orchestra,  and  is  now  Assistant 
Conductor  of  both  the  Pops  and  Esplanade  Orchestras.  Some  years  ago 
he  spent  time  at  the  School  of  Orchestra  Conducting  maintained  by 
another  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  Pierre  Monteux. 

Mr  Dickson  is  an  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about  musicians,  espe- 
cially conductors,  and  has  put  many  of  them  in  his  entertaining  book 
about  music  behind  the  scenes,  Gentlemen , more  do/ce,  please , which 
was  published  recently.  He  has  been  awarded  the  distinguished  honor 
of  Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  by  the  French  Govern- 
ment. Last  year  the  National  Conference  on  the  Humanities  presented 
a Certificate  of  Honor  to  Mr  Dickson  in  recognition  of  his  distinguished 
contribution  to  the  humanities  through  his  life  and  work.  One  of  Harry 
Ellis  Dickson's  close  friends  is  Danny  Kaye,  whose  conducting  career 
owes  a great  deal  to  his  advice  and  support.  Mr  Dickson  has  traveled  to 
many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor  to  his  part-time  con- 
ductor friend.

THE  BOSTON)  POPS 


The  evening  of  Saturday  July  11  1885:  in  Boston's  old  Music  Hall  the 
conductor  Adolf  Neuendorff  takes  his  place  on  the  podium,  and  as  he 
signals  the  musicians  of  the  Boston  Symphony  to  begin  Rossini's  Over- 
ture to  'William  Tell',  the  'Promenade  Concerts'  are  born.  It  was  a year 
or  two  earlier  that  Major  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the  Orchestra's  founder, 
had  written  of  his  wish  to  give  in  Boston,  'especially  in  the  summer, 
concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music'.  From  the  earliest  days  there  were 
both  music  and  refreshments  at  the  'Promenades'  — a novel  idea  to 
which  Bostonians  responded  enthusiastically.  The  concerts,  soon  to  be 
given  in  the  springtime  and  to  be  renamed  'Popular',  and  later  'Pops', 
fast  became  a tradition.  Audiences  numbered  in  the  millions  have  come 
to  Music  Hall  and  Symphony  Hall  to  watch  Maestro  Neuendorff  and 
his  seventeen  successors  lead  concerts  that  have  charmed  and  delighted 
with  the  best  in  light  classical  and  popular  music. 

The  'Fiedler  Era'  opened  on  May  7 1930  with  Sir  Edward  Elgar's  'Pomp 
and  Circumstance  March  no.  1',  and  a performance  of  the  'William 
Tell  Overture'  followed  the  next  evening.  Arthur  Fiedler's  canny  choice 
of  programs,  his  sponsorship  of  American  music  and  young  American 
soloists,  and  his  rediscovery  of  the  light  music  of  earlier  days,  quickly 
brought  the  Boston  Pops  to  its  present  unique  position  in  the  world  of 
music.  The  best-selling  recordings  that  Mr  Fiedler  and  the  Pops  Orchestra 
have  made  for  Polydor  and  RCA,  the  innumerable  radio  broadcasts,  and 
the  large  number  of  televised  concerts,  have  brought  the  Boston  Pops 
into  living  rooms  all  over  the  world.  The  winter  appearances  of  the 
Boston  Pops  Tour  Orchestra  throughout  the  United  States,  and  Mr 
Fiedler's  personal  appearances  in  every  part  of  the  globe,  have  created 
countless  Pops  fans  far  beyond  the  city  of  Boston.  The  success  of  the 
television  series  by  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Pops  over  the  network  of 
the  Corporation  for  Public  Broadcasting  in  1970  was  recognized  not  only 
by  the  prestigious  Peabody  Award,  but  also  by  a second  and  third  series 
last  year  and  this. 

In  April  1971  the  Boston  Pops  gave  their  first  concerts  outside  North 
America.  Mr  Fiedler  conducted  concerts  at  the  Royal  Albert  Hall,  London, 
as  part  of  the  Hall's  centennial  celebrations,  and  in  Bonn,  Germany,  at 
the  famed  Beethovenhalle.  Earlier  this  year  the  Pops  Orchestra  played 
in  Ames,  Iowa,  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  made  its  first  appearance  ever 
in  New  York  City  at  a special  concert  in  honor  of  Carnegie  Hall's 
eightieth  anniversary. 

The  Boston  Pops  is  eighty-seven  years  old  this  year,  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony ninety-one,  and  Arthur  Fiedler,  incredibly,  is  seventy-seven.  But 
age  sits  lightly  on  all  of  them,  and  Pops  remains  as  young  and  fresh 
today  as  the  springtime  which  signals  its  return  each  year  to  Symphony 
Hall.

MAX  HOBART,  Acting  concertmaster  of  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  was  appointed  to 
the  third  chair  in  the  first  violin  section  of 
the  Boston  Symphony  three  years  ago.  He 
studied  with  Vera  Barstow,  who  guided  him 
especially  towards  chamber  music.  As  a 
result  of  winning  the  Coleman  auditions  in 
Pasadena,  California,  he  was  invited  to  study 
and  coach  with  the  Quartetto  Italiano.  In 
1956,  as  a member  of  the  Graduate  String 
Quartet  of  the  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, he  made  a twelve-week  tour  of  Europe,  during  which  he  per- 
formed in  Venice  with  the  Virtuosi  di  Roma. 

Since  he  came  to  Boston,  Max  Hobart  has  been  active  in  many  spheres 
of  musical  activity.  He  has  been  a member  of  the  Violone  Ensemble, 
which  gave  concerts  throughout  New  England,  and  has  given  recitals  at 
the  New  England  Conservatory  and  the  Gardner  Museum.  He  has  per- 
formed the  Violin  concerto  by  Mendelssohn  with  the  Boston  Pops,  and 
taken  part  in  the  recent  recording  by  the  Boston  Symphony  Chamber 
Players  of  the  G major  Quintet  by  Dvorak  for  Deutsche  Grammophon.

MARTIN  HOHERMAN  began  studying  the 
cello  with  Eli  Kochanski  at  the  Warsaw 
Conservatory  of  Music  when  he  was  five, 
and  gave  his  first  concert  as  cello  soloist 
with  the  Warsaw  Philharmonic  Orchestra 
at  the  age  of  twelve.  Before  World  War  Two 
he  was  cellist  with  both  the  Warsaw 
Philharmonic  and  the  Radio  Symphony 
Orchestras.  He  then  travelled  to  Egypt, 
India  and  Ceylon  as  a member  of  the 
British  Army,  gave  recitals  throughout 
England,  and  returned  to  Ceylon  as  director  of  western  music  for  their 
national  radio  system  and  as  instructor  of  cello.  He  composed  several 
children's  songs  performed  by  Ceylonese  children's  choirs  which  he 
trained,  and  among  his  other  compositions  are  a symphonietta,  per- 
formed in  London,  and  two  strings  quartets.  In  1953  he  joined  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  where  he  is  first  cello  of  the  Boston  Pops 
and  associate  first  cello  of  the  Symphony.

Kennedy  and  Muskie 


The  ironies  in  the  Kennedy- 
Muskie  tug  of  Presidential  war  are 
reaching  the  breaking  point. 

The  esteem  towards  Sen. 
Edward  M.  Kennedy  among  Dr. 
George  Gallup’s  constituents  is  ris- 
ing steadily,  just  as  Kennedy’s  real 
chances  for  the  White  House  are 
evaporating. 

WTiy  is  he  prospering  in  the 
polls?  Almost  for  the  same  reason 
Muskie  is  doing  well  among  the 
people  who  decide  the  Democratic 
nomination.  Perhaps  this  dichotomy 
is  proof  of  the  bankruptcy  of  the 
two-party  system,  but  try  telling 
that  to  an  alderman  in  Pittsburgh. 

Kennedy’s  is  a bold,  clear 
voice  on  a wide  range  of  public 
issues.  He  is  truly  liberated  from 
considerations  of  political  gain,  so  he 
is  deliberately  controversial  and 
flamboyant  on  Ireland,  civil  liberties 
and  the  oil  depletion  allowance. 

Muskie’s  views  seem  iden- 


tical to  Kennedy’s.  But  Muskie 
speaks  less  flashily — or  less  fer- 
vently — and  politicians  and  many 
voters  see  him  as  a quieter,  duller — 
or  more  stable  — man,  less  of  a boat- 
rocking paladin  for  the  Party. 

Kennedy’s  main  asset  can 
be  converted  into  liquid  currency 
only  by  going  into  the  primaries,  a 
path  he  has  foresworn.  So  he  waits 
until  Muskie  loses  a few  primaries. 
But  another  irony  clouds  this  wait- 
ing period:  nobody  is  in  shape  to  beat 
Muskie  because  Kennedy  has  so 
monopolized  the  attention  and 
energies  of  those  seeking  an  alterna- 
tive to  Muskie. 

The  endorsement  of  Muskie 
by  Sen.  John  V.  Tunney  of  California 
was  final  proof  that  the  Kennedy- 
for-President  drive  is  mostly  gossip 
and  gossamer.  Tunney  rang  down 
the  curtain  on  the  great  scenario 
before  an  out-of-town  tryout.

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ARTHUR  FIEDLER 

Arthur  Fiedler  is  without  doubt  Boston's 
best  known  and  best  loved  citizen.  His 
unique  personality,  his  warmth,  his  style, 
and  his  individual  approach  to  music  have 
made  him  as  familiar  as  Symphony  Hall 
itself.  More  than  the  local  boy  who  made 
good,  he  has  put  an  indelible  mark  not 
only  on  the  musical  history  of  this  city, 
but  also  on  thq  musical  taste  of  millions 
throughout  the  world. 

Born  in  Boston  on  December  17  1894, 

Arthur  Fiedler  inherited  a rich  family  background  of  European  musical 
culture.  His  father,  Austrian-born  Emanuel  Fiedler,  was  a first  violinist 
with  the  Boston  Symphony,  and  his  mother  a gifted  amateur  musician 
who  gave  young  Arthur  his  first  piano  lessons.  'I  was  brought  up  in  the 
European  manner/  Mr  Fiedler  says.  'As  a young  boy,  I practiced  the 
violin  and  piano,  and  studied  French  and  German.  I didn't  like  music 
more  than  any  other  kid.  Practice  and  lessons  were  drudgery.'  When  he 
showed  progress  in  his  practice  sessions,  his  mother  rewarded  him  with 
a trip  to  B.  F.  Keith's  vaudeville  theatre  — which  may  account  for  his 
reputation  not  only  as  a popular  conductor  but  as  a showman  par 
excellence. 

Arthur  Fiedler  was  a pupil  at  the  Prince  Grammar  School  and  the  Boston 
Latin  School  until  his  father  retired  after  twenty-five  years  in  the  Boston 
Symphony  and  the  family  returned  to  their  native  Austria.  In  Vienna 
and  later  in  Berlin,  Arthur  worked  in  the  publishing  business  before 
entering  the  Royal  Academy  in  Berlin  as  a student  of  violin,  piano 
and  conducting. 

At  the  outbreak  of  world  war  one  Arthur  Fiedler  returned  to  Boston, 
and  in  1915,  at  the  age  of  twenty,  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  as 
a violinist  under  Karl  Muck.  His  ambition  to  conduct  led  him  to  form, 
nine  years  later,  the  Boston  Sinfonietta,  a chamber  orchestra  composed 
of  Boston  Symphony  members.  At  the  same  time  he  continued  as  a 
member  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  playing  the  violin,  viola,  piano, 
celesta,  organ  and  even  percussion  instruments.  In  1929,  after  long 
planning  and  financial  struggle,  Mr  Fiedler  launched  the  first  of  the 
free  outdoor  Esplanade  Concerts  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Charles  River. 
July  1954  was  a specially  historic  month  in  Esplanade  history:  it  was 
then  that  Governor  Christian  Herter  celebrated  the  twenty-fifth  anniver- 
sary of  the  concerts  by  dedicating  the  new  'Arthur  Fiedler  Bridge'  over 
what  is  now  Storrow  Drive. 

In  1930  Mr  Fiedler  was  appointed  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston 
Pops  concerts,  and  under  his  direction  the  Orchestra  has  made  more 
recordings  than  any  other  in  the  world.  His  discovery  of  a forgotten 
composition  by  Jacob  Gade,  jalousie,  resulted  in  the  sale  of  more  than 
a million  copies  of  the  Pops  recording.  Fourteen  years  ago  RCA  honored 
Arthur  Fiedler  with  a plaque  commemorating  both  his  thirtieth  anniver- 
sary with  Esplanade  concerts  and  the  sale  of  his  two  millionth  album. 
The  total  sales  of  albums,  singles,  tapes  and  cassettes  are  today  not  far 
from  50  million.

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Arthur  Fiedler  has  also  found  time  during  his  busy  career  to  teach  at 
Boston  University,  to  conduct  Boston's  Cecilia  Society  Chorus,  the 
University  Glee  Club  of  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  and  the  MacDowell 
Club  Orchestra  of  Boston.  He  has  conducted  a long  list  of  major 
American  orchestras  including  the  Boston  Symphony.  He  has  also  con- 
ducted orchestras  all  over  North  and  South  America,  Europe,  Africa, 
Asia  and  Australia. 

In  December  1969  Mr  Fiedler  celebrated  his  seventy-fifth  birthday  by 
conducting  a Gala  Concert  in  Symphony  Hall  with  the  Boston  Symphony. 
Governor  Sargent  added  to  the  occasion  by  proclaiming  it  'Arthur  Fiedler 
Day'  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  Not  only  in  Massachusetts,  but 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  globe,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the 
Boston  Pops  spread  pleasure  and  enjoyment  through  the  universal 
language  of  music. 


Arthur  Fiedler,  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  and  the  City  of  Boston 
were  both  honored  last  fall  when  Mr  Fiedler  was  chosen  to  represent  Boston  as 
Conductor  of  the  first  World  Orchestra.  Under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Federation 
of  People-to-people  Programs,  more  than  145  musicians  from  orchestras  in  all

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HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON 

HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON,  Assistant  Conduc- 
tor  of  the  Boston  Pops,  has  for  many 
years  had  a double  career  in  music.  He 
was  active  both  as  conductor  and  violinist 
before  he  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  in 
1938,  when  Serge  Koussevitzky  was  con- 
ductor. Mr  Dickson's  conducting  career 
has  flourished  over  the  last  thirty  years 
at  the  Pops  and  the  Esplanade,  and  with 
Youth  Concerts  at  Symphony  Hall,  the 
series  he  founded  in  1959.  Born  on  the 
Cambridge  side  of  the  Charles  River,  he  attended  the  Somerville  High 
School  and  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music,  before  winning 
a scholarship  to  the  Hochschule  fur  Musik  in  Berlin,  Germany,  where  he 
studied  for  two  years. 

As  a chamber  music  player,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  has  been  a member  of 
the  Boston  Fine  Arts  Quartet  and  of  the  Boston  Sinfonietta.  He  has 
been  conductor  of  the  Providence  Civic  Orchestra,  and  is  now  Assistant 
Conductor  of  both  the  Pops  and  Esplanade  Orchestras.  Some  years  ago 
he  spent  time  at  the  School  of  Orchestra  Conducting  maintained  by 
another  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  Pierre  Monteux. 

Mr  Dickson  is  an  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about  musicians,  espe- 
cially conductors,  and  has  put  many  of  them  in  his  entertaining  book 
about  music  behind  the  scenes,  Gentlemen , more  dolce,  please , which 
was  published  recently.  He  has  been  awarded  the  distinguished  honor 
of  Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  by  the  French  Govern- 
ment. Last  year  the  National  Conference  on  the  Humanities  presented 
a Certificate  of  Honor  to  Mr  Dickson  in  recognition  of  his  distinguished 
contribution  to  the  humanities  through  his  life  and  work.  One  of  Harry 
Ellis  Dickson's  close  friends  is  Danny  Kaye,  whose  conducting  career 
owes  a great  deal  to  his  advice  and  support.  Mr  Dickson  has  traveled  to 
many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor  to  his  part-time  con- 
ductor friend.

THE  BOSTON  POPS 


The  evening  of  Saturday  July  11  1885:  in  Boston's  old  Music  Hall  the 
conductor  Adolf  Neuendorff  takes  his  place  on  the  podium,  and  as  he 
signals  the  musicians  of  the  Boston  Symphony  to  begin  Rossini's  Over- 
ture to  'William  Tell',  the  'Promenade  Concerts'  are  born.  It  was  a year 
or  two  earlier  that  Major  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the  Orchestra's  founder, 
had  written  of  his  wish  to  give  in  Boston,  'especially  in  the  summer, 
concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music'.  From  the  earliest  days  there  were 
both  music  and  refreshments  at  the  'Promenades'  — a novel  idea  to 
which  Bostonians  responded  enthusiastically.  The  concerts,  soon  to  be 
given  in  the  springtime  and  to  be  renamed  'Popular',  and  later  'Pops', 
fast  became  a tradition.  Audiences  numbered  in  the  millions  have  come 
to  Music  Hall  and  Symphony  Hall  to  watch  Maestro  Neuendorff  and 
his  seventeen  successors  lead  concerts  that  have  charmed  and  delighted 
with  the  best  in  light  classical  and  popular  music. 

The  'Fiedler  Era'  opened  on  May  7 1930  with  Sir  Edward  Elgar's  'Pomp 
and  Circumstance  March  no.  1',  and  a performance  of  the  'William 
Tell  Overture'  followed  the  next  evening.  Arthur  Fiedler's  canny  choice 
of  programs,  his  sponsorship  of  American  music  and  young  American 
soloists,  and  his  rediscovery  of  the  light  music  of  earlier  days,  quickly 
brought  the  Boston  Pops  to  its  present  unique  position  in  the  world  of 
music.  The  best-selling  recordings  that  Mr  Fiedler  and  the  Pops  Orchestra 
have  made  for  Polydor  and  RCA,  the  innumerable  radio  broadcasts,  and 
the  large  number  of  televised  concerts,  have  brought  the  Boston  Pops 
into  living  rooms  all  over  the  world.  The  winter  appearances  of  the 
Boston  Pops  Tour  Orchestra  throughout  the  United  States,  and  Mr 
Fiedler's  personal  appearances  in  every  part  of  the  globe,  have  created 
countless  Pops  fans  far  beyond  the  city  of  Boston.  The  success  of  the 
television  series  by  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Pops  over  the  network  of 
the  Corporation  for  Public  Broadcasting  in  1970  was  recognized  not  only 
by  the  prestigious  Peabody  Award,  but  also  by  a second  and  third  series 
last  year  and  this. 

In  April  1971  the  Boston  Pops  gave  their  first  concerts  outside  North 
America.  Mr  Fiedler  conducted  concerts  at  the  Royal  Albert  Hall,  London, 
as  part  of  the  Hall's  centennial  celebrations,  and  in  Bonn,  Germany,  at 
the  famed  Beethovenhalle.  Earlier  this  year  the  Pops  Orchestra  played 
in  Ames,  Iowa,  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  made  its  first  appearance  ever 
in  New  York  City  at  a special  concert  in  honor  of  Carnegie  Hall's 
eightieth  anniversary. 

The  Boston  Pops  is  eighty-seven  years  old  this  year,  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony ninety-one,  and  Arthur  Fiedler,  incredibly,  is  seventy-seven.  But 
age  sits  lightly  on  all  of  them,  and  Pops  remains  as  young  and  fresh 
today  as  the  springtime  which  signals  its  return  each  year  to  Symphony 
Hall.

the  Philadelphia  Lyric  Opera,  and  with 
other  companies  in  the  United  States,  South  America  and  Spain,  as  well 
as  performing  frequently  with  major  symphony  orchestras.  Her  many 
roles  include  the  Countess  in  The  marriage  of  Figaro , Donna  Elvira  in 
Don  Giovanni , Violetta  in  La  Traviata  and  Musetta  in  La  Boheme.

ARTHUR  FIEDLER 

Arthur  Fiedler  is  without  doubt  Boston's 
best  known  and  best  loved  citizen.  His 
unique  personality,  his  warmth,  his  style, 
and  his  individual  approach  to  music  have 
made  him  as  familiar  as  Symphony  Hall 
itself.  More  than  the  local  boy  who  made 
good,  he  has  put  an  indelible  mark  not 
only  on  the  musical  history  of  this  city, 
but  also  on  the  musical  taste  of  millions 
throughout  the  world. 

Born  in  Boston  on  December  17  1894, 

Arthur  Fiedler  inherited  a rich  family  background  of  European  musical 
culture.  His  father,  Austrian-born  Emanuel  Fiedler,  was  a first  violinist 
with  the  Boston  Symphony,  and  his  mother  a gifted  amateur  musician 
who  gave  young  Arthur  his  first  piano  lessons.  1 was  brought  up  in  the 
European  manner/  Mr  Fiedler  says.  'As  a young  boy,  I practiced  the 
violin  and  piano,  and  studied  French  and  German.  I didn't  like  music 
more  than  any  other  kid.  Practice  and  lessons  were  drudgery.'  When  he 
showed  progress  in  his  practice  sessions,  his  mother  rewarded  him  with 
a trip  to  B.  F.  Keith's  vaudeville  theatre  — which  may  account  for  his 
reputation  not  only  as  a popular  conductor  but  as  a showman  par 
excellence. 

Arthur  Fiedler  was  a pupil  at  the  Prince  Grammar  School  and  the  Boston 
Latin  School  until  his  father  retired  after  twenty-five  years  in  the  Boston 
Symphony  and  the  family  returned  to  their  native  Austria.  In  Vienna 
and  later  in  Berlin,  Arthur  worked  in  the  publishing  business  before 
entering  the  Royal  Academy  in  Berlin  as  a student  of  violin,  piano 
and  conducting. 

At  the  outbreak  of  world  war  one  Arthur  Fiedler  returned  to  Boston, 
and  in  1915,  at  the  age  of  twenty,  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  as 
a violinist  under  Karl  Muck.  His  ambition  to  conduct  led  him  to  form, 
nine  years  later,  the  Boston  Sinfonietta,  a chamber  orchestra  composed 
of  Boston  Symphony  members.  At  the  same  time  he  continued  as  a 
member  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  playing  the  violin,  viola,  piano, 
celesta,  organ  and  even  percussion  instruments.  In  1929,  after  long 
planning  and  financial  struggle,  Mr  Fiedler  launched  the  first  of  the 
free  outdoor  Esplanade  Concerts  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Charles  River. 
July  1954  was  a specially  historic  month  in  Esplanade  history:  it  was 
then  that  Governor  Christian  Herter  celebrated  the  twenty-fifth  anniver- 
sary of  the  concerts  by  dedicating  the  new  'Arthur  Fiedler  Bridge'  over 
what  is  now  Storrow  Drive. 

In  1930  Mr  Fiedler  was  appointed  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston 
Pops  concerts,  and  under  his  direction  the  Orchestra  has  made  more 
recordings  than  any  other  in  the  world.  His  discovery  of  a forgotten 
composition  by  Jacob  Gade,  Jalousie,  resulted  in  the  sale  of  more  than 
a million  copies  of  the  Pops  recording.  Fourteen  years  ago  RCA  honored 
Arthur  Fiedler  with  a plaque  commemorating  both  his  thirtieth  anniver- 
sary with  Esplanade  concerts  and  the  sale  of  his  two  millionth  album. 
The  total  sales  of  albums,  singles,  tapes  and  cassettes  are  today  not  far 
from  50  million.

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Arthur  Fiedler  has  also  found  time  during  his  busy  career  to  teach  at 
Boston  University,  to  conduct  Boston's  Cecilia  Society  Chorus,  the 
University  Glee  Club  of  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  and  the  MacDowell 
Club  Orchestra  of  Boston.  He  has  conducted  a long  list  of  major 
American  orchestras  including  the  Boston  Symphony.  He  has  also  con- 
ducted orchestras  all  over  North  and  South  America,  Europe,  Africa, 
Asia  and  Australia. 

In  December  1969  Mr  Fiedler  celebrated  his  seventy-fifth  birthday  by 
conducting  a Gala  Concert  in  Symphony  Hall  with  the  Boston  Symphony. 
Governor  Sargent  added  to  the  occasion  by  proclaiming  it  'Arthur  Fiedler 
Day'  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  Not  only  in  Massachusetts,  but 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  globe,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the 
Boston  Pops  spread  pleasure  and  enjoyment  through  the  universal 
language  of  music.

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HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON 

HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON,  Assistant  Conduc- 
tor of  the  Boston  Pops,  has  for  many 
years  had  a double  career  in  music.  He 
was  active  both  as  conductor  and  violinist 
before  he  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  in 
1938,  when  Serge  Koussevitzky  was  con- 
ductor. Mr  Dickson's  conducting  career 
has  flourished  over  the  last  thirty  years 
at  the  Pops  and  the  Esplanade,  and  with 
Youth  Concerts  at  Symphony  Hall,  the 
series  he  founded  in  1959.  Born  on  the 
Cambridge  side  of  the  Charles  River,  he  attended  the  Somerville  High 
School  and  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music,  before  winning 
a scholarship  to  the  Hochschule  fur  Musik  in  Berlin,  Germany,  where  he 
studied  for  two  years. 

As  a chamber  music  player,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  has  been  a member  of 
the  Boston  Fine  Arts  Quartet  and  of  the  Boston  Sinfonietta.  He  has 
been  conductor  of  the  Providence  Civic  Orchestra,  and  is  now  Assistant 
Conductor  of  both  the  Pops  and  Esplanade  Orchestras.  Some  years  ago 
he  spent  time  at  the  School  of  Orchestra  Conducting  maintained  by 
another  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  Pierre  Monteux. 

Mr  Dickson  is  an  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about  musicians,  espe- 
cially conductors,  and  has  put  many  of  them  in  his  entertaining  book 
about  music  behind  the  scenes,  Gentlemen , more  cfo/ce,  please , which 
was  published  recently.  He  has  been  awarded  the  distinguished  honor 
of  Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  by  the  French  Govern- 
ment. Last  year  the  National  Conference  on  the  Humanities  presented 
a Certificate  of  Honor  to  Mr  Dickson  in  recognition  of  his  distinguished 
contribution  to  the  humanities  through  his  life  and  work.  One  of  Harry 
Ellis  Dickson's  close  friends  is  Danny  Kaye,  whose  conducting  career 
owes  a great  deal  to  his  advice  and  support.  Mr  Dickson  has  traveled  to 
many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor  to  his  part-time  con- 
ductor friend.

THE  BOSTON!  POPS 


The  evening  of  Saturday  July  11  1885:  in  Boston's  old  Music  Hall  the 
conductor  Adolf  Neuendorff  takes  his  place  on  the  podium,  and  as  he 
signals  the  musicians  of  the  Boston  Symphony  to  begin  Rossini's  Over- 
ture to  'William  Tell',  the  'Promenade  Concerts'  are  born.  It  was  a year 
or  two  earlier  that  Major  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the  Orchestra's  founder, 
had  written  of  his  wish  to  give  in  Boston,  'especially  in  the  summer, 
concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music'.  From  the  earliest  days  there  were 
both  music  and  refreshments  at  the  'Promenades'  — a novel  idea  to 
which  Bostonians  responded  enthusiastically.  The  concerts,  soon  to  be 
given  in  the  springtime  and  to  be  renamed  'Popular',  and  later  'Pops', 
fast  became  a tradition.  Audiences  numbered  in  the  millions  have  come 
to  Music  Hall  and  Symphony  Hall  to  watch  Maestro  Neuendorff  and 
his  seventeen  successors  lead  concerts  that  have  charmed  and  delighted 
with  the  best  in  light  classical  and  popular  music. 

The  'Fiedler  Era'  opened  on  May  7 1930  with  Sir  Edward  Elgar's  'Pomp 
and  Circumstance  March  no.  1',  and  a performance  of  the  'William 
Tell  Overture'  followed  the  next  evening.  Arthur  Fiedler's  canny  choice 
of  programs,  his  sponsorship  of  American  music  and  young  American 
soloists,  and  his  rediscovery  of  the  light  music  of  earlier  days,  quickly 
brought  the  Boston  Pops  to  its  present  unique  position  in  the  world  of 
music.  The  best-selling  recordings  that  Mr  Fiedler  and  the  Pops  Orchestra 
have  made  for  Polydor  and  RCA,  the  innumerable  radio  broadcasts,  and 
the  large  number  of  televised  concerts,  have  brought  the  Boston  Pops 
into  living  rooms  all  over  the  world.  The  winter  appearances  of  the 
Boston  Pops  Tour  Orchestra  throughout  the  United  States,  and  Mr 
Fiedler's  personal  appearances  in  every  part  of  the  globe,  have  created 
countless  Pops  fans  far  beyond  the  city  of  Boston.  The  success  of  the 
television  series  by  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Pops  over  the  network  of 
the  Corporation  for  Public  Broadcasting  in  1970  was  recognized  not  only 
by  the  prestigious  Peabody  Award,  but  also  by  a second  and  third  series 
last  year  and  this. 

In  April  1971  the  Boston  Pops  gave  their  first  concerts  outside  North 
America.  Mr  Fiedler  conducted  concerts  at  the  Royal  Albert  Hall,  London, 
as  part  of  the  Hall's  centennial  celebrations,  and  in  Bonn,  Germany,  at 
the  famed  Beethovenhalle.  Earlier  this  year  the  Pops  Orchestra  played 
in  Ames,  Iowa,  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  made  its  first  appearance  ever 
in  New  York  City  at  a special  concert  in  honor  of  Carnegie  Hall's 
eightieth  anniversary. 

The  Boston  Pops  is  eighty-seven  years  old  this  year,  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony ninety-one,  and  Arthur  Fiedler,  incredibly,  is  seventy-seven.  But 
age  sits  lightly  on  all  of  them,  and  Pops  remains  as  young  and  fresh 
today  as  the  springtime  which  signals  its  return  each  year  to  Symphony 
Hall.

ANDREW  WOLF  studied  the  piano  as  a 
child  with  Eleanor  Sokoloff,  at  the  Curtis 
Institute  in  Philadelphia  with  Miecsyslaw 
Horszowski  and  Rudolph  Serkin,  and  he  re- 
ceived a Master's  degree  from  the  New 
England  Conservatory,  where  he  studied 
with  Miklos  Schwalb  and  was  himself  a 
member  of  the  faculty  for  a short  period 
after  his  graduation.  Two  years  ago  he  won 
a Philadelphia  Orchestra  competition  and 
appeared  with  that  orchestra,  as  well  as  in 
Montreal  with  the  Women's  Symphony  and  at  Carnegie  Hall  in  New 
York  with  Alexander  Schneider.

Andrew  Wolf  first 
appeared  with  Arthur  Fiedler  as  winner  of  a piano  competition  in  Bos- 
ton, and  has  been  soloist  several  times  with  the  Boston  Pops.  He  is 
presently  living  in  Newton  and  is  an  Affiliate  Artist  at  the  University  of 
Missouri  at  Kansas  City.

He  has  also 
recorded  Carnival  of  the  Animals  of  Saint-Saens  for  RCA,  with  Mr  Fiedler 
and  the  Boston  Pops,  and  Hugh  Downs  as  narrator,  and  the  latest 
Reader's  Digest  album  of  Boston  Pops  recordings  conducted  by  Arthur 
Fiedler  features  Leo  Litwin  as  soloist  in  the  Warsaw  Concerto. 

In  addition  to  his  busy  concert  schedule,  Leo  Litwin  heads  the  Music 
Department  at  Mount  Ida  Junior  College  in  Newton,  Massachusetts, 
teaches  piano  at  his  own  studio  at  476  Boylston  Street  in  Boston,  and 
this  year  was  appointed  special  lecturer  in  the  Music  Department  of 
Northeastern  University.  One  of  his  most  gifted  pupils,  the  blind  pianist

CECYLIA  ARZEWSKI,  who  joined  the  first 
violin  section  only  a year  after  she  came  to 
the  Orchestra,  was  born  in  Cracow,  Poland, 
to  musical  parents,  both  of  them  pianists. 
She  started  learning  the  violin  at  the  age 
of  five.  Because  of  growing  anti-Semitism 
in  Poland,  the  family  moved  a few  years 
later  to  Israel,  and  there,  in  Tel-Aviv, 
Cecylia  studied  with  Oedoen  Partos.  Dur- 
ing her  time  in  Israel  she  got  to  know  other 
young  musicians,  Itzhak  Perlman  and 
Pinchas  Zuckerman  among  them.  The  Arzewskis  moved  again,  after 
three  years  in  Israel,  to  New  York.

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ARTHUR  TIEDLER 

Arthur  Fiedler  is  without  doubt  Boston's 
best  known  and  best  loved  citizen.  His 
unique  personality,  his  warmth,  his  style, 
and  his  individual  approach  to  music  have 
made  him  as  familiar  as  Symphony  Hall 
itself.  More  than  the  local  boy  who  made 
good,  he  has  put  an  indelible  mark  not 
only  on  the  musical  history  of  this  city, 
but  also  on  the  musical  taste  of  millions 
throughout  the  world. 

Born  in  Boston  on  December  17  1894, 

Arthur  Fiedler  inherited  a rich  family  background  of  European  musical 
culture.  His  father,  Austrian-born  Emanuel  Fiedler,  was  a first  violinist 
with  the  Boston  Symphony,  and  his  mother  a gifted  amateur  musician 
who  gave  young  Arthur  his  first  piano  lessons.  'I  was  brought  up  in  the 
European  manner,'  Mr  Fiedler  says.  'As  a young  boy,  I practiced  the 
violin  and  piano,  and  studied  French  and  German.  I didn't  like  music 
more  than  any  other  kid.  Practice  and  lessons  were  drudgery.'  When  he 
showed  progress  in  his  practice  sessions,  his  mother  rewarded  him  with 
a trip  to  B.  F.  Keith's  vaudeville  theatre  — which  may  account  for  his 
reputation  not  only  as  a popular  conductor  but  as  a showman  par 
excellence. 

Arthur  Fiedler  was  a pupil  at  the  Prince  Grammar  School  and  the  Boston 
Latin  School  until  his  father  retired  after  twenty-five  years  in  the  Boston 
Symphony  and  the  family  returned  to  their  native  Austria.  In  Vienna 
and  later  in  Berlin,  Arthur  worked  in  the  publishing  business  before 
entering  the  Royal  Academy  in  Berlin  as  a student  of  violin,  piano 
and  conducting. 

At  the  outbreak  of  world  war  one  Arthur  Fiedler  returned  to  Boston, 
and  in  1915,  at  the  age  of  twenty,  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  as 
a violinist  under  Karl  Muck.  His  ambition  to  conduct  led  him  to  form, 
nine  years  later,  the  Boston  Sinfonietta,  a chamber  orchestra  composed 
of  Boston  Symphony  members.  At  the  same  time  he  continued  as  a 
member  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  playing  the  violin,  viola,  piano, 
celesta,  organ  and  even  percussion  instruments.  In  1929,  after  long 
planning  and  financial  struggle,  Mr  Fiedler  launched  the  first  of  the 
free  outdoor  Esplanade  Concerts  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Charles  River. 
July  1954  was  a specially  historic  month  in  Esplanade  history:  it  was 
then  that  Governor  Christian  Herter  celebrated  the  twenty-fifth  anniver- 
sary of  the  concerts  by  dedicating  the  new  'Arthur  Fiedler  Bridge'  over 
what  is  now  Storrow  Drive. 

In  1930  Mr  Fiedler  was  appointed  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston 
Pops  concerts,  and  under  his  direction  the  Orchestra  has  made  more 
recordings  than  any  other  in  the  world.  His  discovery  of  a forgotten 
composition  by  Jacob  Gade,  jalousie , resulted  in  the  sale  of  more  than 
a million  copies  of  the  Pops  recording.  Fourteen  years  ago  RCA  honored 
Arthur  Fiedler  with  a plaque  commemorating  both  his  thirtieth  anniver- 
sary with  Esplanade  concerts  and  the  sale  of  his  two  millionth  album. 
The  total  sales  of  albums,  singles,  tapes  and  cassettes  are  today  not  far 
from  50  million.

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Arthur  Fiedler  has  also  found  time  during  his  busy  career  to  teach  at 
Boston  University,  to  conduct  Boston's  Cecilia  Society  Chorus,  the 
University  Glee  Club  of  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  and  the  MacDowell 
Club  Orchestra  of  Boston.  He  has  conducted  a long  list  of  major 
American  orchestras  including  the  Boston  Symphony.  He  has  also  con- 
ducted orchestras  all  over  North  and  South  America,  Europe,  Africa, 
Asia  and  Australia. 

In  December  1969  Mr  Fiedler  celebrated  his  seventy-fifth  birthday  by 
conducting  a Gala  Concert  in  Symphony  Hall  with  the  Boston  Symphony. 
Governor  Sargent  added  to  the  occasion  by  proclaiming  it  'Arthur  Fiedler 
Day'  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  Not  only  in  Massachusetts,  but 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  globe,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the 
Boston  Pops  spread  pleasure  and  enjoyment  through  the  universal 
language  of  music.

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HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON 

HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON,  Assistant  Conduc- 
tor of  the  Boston  Pops,  has  for  many 
years  had  a double  career  in  music.  He 
was  active  both  as  conductor  and  violinist 
before  he  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  in 
1938,  when  Serge  Koussevitzky  was  con- 
ductor. Mr  Dickson's  conducting  career 
has  flourished  over  the  last  thirty  years 
at  the  Pops  and  the  Esplanade,  and  with 
Youth  Concerts  at  Symphony  Hall,  the 
series  he  founded  in  1959.  Born  on  the 
Cambridge  side  of  the  Charles  River,  he  attended  the  Somerville  High 
School  and  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music,  before  winning 
a scholarship  to  the  Hochschule  fur  Musik  in  Berlin,  Germany,  where  he 
studied  for  two  years. 

As  a chamber  music  player,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  has  been  a member  of 
the  Boston  Fine  Arts  Quartet  and  of  the  Boston  Sinfonietta.  He  has 
been  conductor  of  the  Providence  Civic  Orchestra,  and  is  now  Assistant 
Conductor  of  both  the  Pops  and  Esplanade  Orchestras.  Some  years  ago 
he  spent  time  at  the  School  of  Orchestra  Conducting  maintained  by 
another  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  Pierre  Monteux. 

Mr  Dickson  is  an  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about  musicians,  espe- 
cially conductors,  and  has  put  many  of  them  in  his  entertaining  book 
about  music  behind  the  scenes,  Gentlemen , more  c/o/ce,  please , which 
was  published  recently.  He  has  been  awarded  the  distinguished  honor 
of  Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  by  the  French  Govern- 
ment. Last  year  the  National  Conference  on  the  Humanities  presented 
a Certificate  of  Honor  to  Mr  Dickson  in  recognition  of  his  distinguished 
contribution  to  the  humanities  through  his  life  and  work.  One  of  Harry 
Ellis  Dickson's  close  friends  is  Danny  Kaye,  whose  conducting  career 
owes  a great  deal  to  his  advice  and  support.  Mr  Dickson  has  traveled  to 
many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor  to  his  part-time  con- 
ductor friend.

THE  BOSTON!  POPS 


The  evening  of  Saturday  July  11  1885:  in  Boston's  old  Music  Hall  the 
conductor  Adolf  Neuendorff  takes  his  place  on  the  podium,  and  as  he 
signals  the  musicians  of  the  Boston  Symphony  to  begin  Rossini's  Over- 
ture to  'William  Tell',  the  'Promenade  Concerts'  are  born.  It  was  a year 
or  two  earlier  that  Major  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the  Orchestra's  founder, 
had  written  of  his  wish  to  give  in  Boston,  'especially  in  the  summer, 
concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music'.  From  the  earliest  days  there  were 
both  music  and  refreshments  at  the  'Promenades'  — a novel  idea  to 
which  Bostonians  responded  enthusiastically.  The  concerts,  soon  to  be 
given  in  the  springtime  and  to  be  renamed  'Popular',  and  later  'Pops', 
fast  became  a tradition.  Audiences  numbered  in  the  millions  have  come 
to  Music  Hall  and  Symphony  Hall  to  watch  Maestro  Neuendorff  and 
his  seventeen  successors  lead  concerts  that  have  charmed  and  delighted 
with  the  best  in  light  classical  and  popular  music. 

The  'Fiedler  Era'  opened  on  May  7 1930  with  Sir  Edward  Elgar's  'Pomp 
and  Circumstance  March  no.  1',  and  a performance  of  the  'William 
Tell  Overture'  followed  the  next  evening.  Arthur  Fiedler's  canny  choice 
of  programs,  his  sponsorship  of  American  music  and  young  American 
soloists,  and  his  rediscovery  of  the  light  music  of  earlier  days,  quickly 
brought  the  Boston  Pops  to  its  present  unique  position  in  the  world  of 
music.  The  best-selling  recordings  that  Mr  Fiedler  and  the  Pops  Orchestra 
have  made  for  Polydor  and  RCA,  the  innumerable  radio  broadcasts,  and 
the  large  number  of  televised  concerts,  have  brought  the  Boston  Pops 
into  living  rooms  all  over  the  world.  The  winter  appearances  of  the 
Boston  Pops  Tour  Orchestra  throughout  the  United  States,  and  Mr 
Fiedler's  personal  appearances  in  every  part  of  the  globe,  have  created 
countless  Pops  fans  far  beyond  the  city  of  Boston.  The  success  of  the 
television  series  by  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Pops  over  the  network  of 
the  Corporation  for  Public  Broadcasting  in  1970  was  recognized  not  only 
by  the  prestigious  Peabody  Award,  but  also  by  a second  and  third  series 
last  year  and  this. 

In  April  1971  the  Boston  Pops  gave  their  first  concerts  outside  North 
America.  Mr  Fiedler  conducted  concerts  at  the  Royal  Albert  Hall,  London, 
as  part  of  the  Hall's  centennial  celebrations,  and  in  Bonn,  Germany,  at 
the  famed  Beethovenhalle.  Earlier  this  year  the  Pops  Orchestra  played 
in  Ames,  Iowa,  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  made  its  first  appearance  ever 
in  New  York  City  at  a special  concert  in  honor  of  Carnegie  Hall's 
eightieth  anniversary. 

The  Boston  Pops  is  eighty-seven  years  old  this  year,  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony ninety-one,  and  Arthur  Fiedler,  incredibly,  is  seventy-seven.  But 
age  sits  lightly  on  all  of  them,  and  Pops  remains  as  young  and  fresh 
today  as  the  springtime  which  signals  its  return  each  year  to  Symphony 
Hall.

inary, has  received  her  Masters  in  Education  from  Harvard,  and  is  at 
present  an  elementary  school  teacher  at  the  Cabot  School  in  Newton. 


TONIGHT'S  SOLOIST 

JOSEPH  SILVERSTEIN,  concertmaster  of  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  since  1962, 
and  Assistant  conductor  since  the  begin- 
ning of  the  1971-1972  winter  season,  joined 
the  Orchestra  in  1955.  He  was  then,  at  the 
age  of  twenty-three,  the  youngest  member. 
Born  in  Detroit,  he  studied  at  the  Curtis 
Institute  in  Philadelphia,  and  later  with 
Joseph  Gingold  and  Mischa  Mischakoff.  He 
was  a prize  winner  in  the  1959  Queen 
Elisabeth  of  Belgium  International  Compe- 
tition, and  a year  later  won  the  Naumberg  Foundation  Award.  Before 
coming  to  Boston  he  played  in  the  orchestras  of  Houston,  Denver  and 
Philadelphia. 

Joseph  Silverstein  has  established  an  international  reputation  as  soloist 
and  as  first  violin  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Chamber  Players.  In  1967 
he  led  their  tour  to  the  Soviet  Union,  Germany  and  England,  in  1969 
a tour  to  the  Virgin  Islands  and  Florida.  He  is  violinist  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  String  Trio  and  first  violinist  of  the  Boston  Symphony  String 
Quartet,  and  as  violinist  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Chamber  Players 
Joseph  Silverstein  has  made  many  recordings  of  chamber  music  both  for 
RCA  and  Deutsche  Grammophon.  Chairman  of  the  Faculty  of  the  Berk- 
shire Music  Center  at  Tanglewood,  he  also  teaches  privately.  In  1970  he 
received  an  honorary  Doctorate  of  Music  from  Tufts  University.  During 
the  1969-1970  season  he  made  his  debut  as  conductor  with  the  Boston 
Symphony  and  Boston  Pops  Orchestras.

TONIGHT'S  SOLOIST 

CHET  ATKINS  doesn't  remember  precisely 
when  he  played  his  first  guitar.  Born  on  a 
farm  near  Knoxville,  Tennessee,  he  played 
his  brother's  guitar  as  a child.  By  the  time 
he  was  eleven  he  had  saved  enough  to  buy 
his  own  — a $20  Silvertone  from  Sears 
Roebuck.  His  first  paying  job  was  a fiddler 
on  a Knoxville  radio  show  in  the  early 
1940's,  which  led  to  a position  as  the 
studio's  staff  guitarist.  Since  that  time,  Chet 
Atkins  has  become  one  of  the  nation's  top 
guitarists.  He  has  appeared  on  all  the  top  television  shows  and  has 
played  with  symphony  orchestras  in  Atlanta,  Nashville,  Memphis,  New 
Orleans,  St  Louis,  Birmingham,  Seattle,  Houston,  Pittsburgh  and  Minne- 
apolis. He  has  toured  to  Canada,  Europe,  Africa,  Japan  and  over  100 
cities  in  the  United  States  and  has  been  the  recipient  of  numerous 
awards  including  being  named  'Most  Popular  Guitarist  in  the  Country 
Field'  for  two  years  in  a row.  Not  only  a guitarist,  Chet  Atkins  somehow 
finds  time  to  be  vice-president  of  RCA's  Nashville  office  and  the  sponsor 
of  the  Chet  Atkins  Guitar  Festival,  an  international  program  for  talented 
young  performers.  He  is  also  a golf  enthusiast.  Among  his  many  RCA 
albums  are  two  with  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Boston  Pops.

TONIGHT'S  SOLOISTS 


MAX  HOBART,  Acting  concertmaster  of  the 
Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  was  appointed  to 
the  third  chair  in  the  first  violin  section  of 
the  Boston  Symphony  three  years  ago.  He 
studied  with  Vera  Barstow,  who  guided  him 
especially  towards  chamber  music.  As  a 
result  of  winning  the  Coleman  auditions  in 
Pasadena,  California,  he  was  invited  to  study 
and  coach  with  the  Quartetto  Italiano.  In 
1956,  as  a member  of  the  Graduate  String 
Quartet  of  the  University  of  Southern  Cali- 
fornia, he  made  a twelve-week  tour  of  Europe,  during  which  he  per- 
formed in  Venice  with  the  Virtuosi  di  Roma. 

Since  he  came  to  Boston,  Max  Hobart  has  been  active  in  many  spheres 
of  musical  activity.  He  has  been  a member  of  the  Violone  Ensemble, 
which  gave  concerts  throughout  New  England,  and  has  given  recitals  at 
the  New  England  Conservatory  and  the  Gardner  Museum.  He  has  per- 
formed the  Violin  concerto  by  Mendelssohn  with  the  Boston  Pops,  and 
taken  part  in  the  recent  recording  by  the  Boston  Symphony  Chamber 
Players  of  the  G major  Quintet  by  Dvorak  for  Deutsche  Grammophon. 
Concertmaster  of  the  Newton  Symphony,  with  whom  he  has  appeared 
as  soloist,  Max  Hobart  is  a faculty  member  of  the  New  England  Con- 
servatory, and  of  the  Berkshire  Music  Center  at  Tanglewood. 


MEE  JOO  KANG,  Newton  High  School  class  of  1972,  studied  piano  in 
her  native  Korea  before  arriving  in  the  United  States,  only  four  years 
ago.  Since  then  she  has  been  a pupil  of  Jeannette  Giguere.  At  Newton 
High  School  she  has  been  a student  of  Henry  Lasker  and  has  shown  a 
distinctive  talent  for  composition  in  his  music  theory  classes.  In  the  fall 
she  will  be  studying  music  and  architecture  at  M.l.T.  She  is  making  her 
debut  with  the  Boston  Pops  this  evening.

'Twentieth  century  innovations',  sponsored  by  the  Carnegie  Hall  Cor- 
poration from  1963  through  1965,  and  for  many  years  has  been  active 
in  the  administration  of  the  composition  department  and  the  contem- 
porary music  activities  of  the  Berkshire  Music  Center  at  Tanglewood.

ARTHUR  FIEDLER 

Arthur  Fiedler  is  without  doubt  Boston's 
best  known  and  best  loved  citizen.  His 
unique  personality,  his  warmth,  his  style, 
and  his  individual  approach  to  music  have 
made  him  as  familiar  as  Symphony  Hall 
itself.  More  than  the  local  boy  who  made 
good,  he  has  put  an  indelible  mark  not 
only  on  the  musical  history  of  this  city, 
but  also  on  the  musical  taste  of  millions 
throughout  the  world. 

Born  in  Boston  on  December  17  1894, 

Arthur  Fiedler  inherited  a rich  family  background  of  European  musical 
culture.  His  father,  Austrian-born  Emanuel  Fiedler,  was  a first  violinist 
with  the  Boston  Symphony,  and  his  mother  a gifted  amateur  musician 
who  gave  young  Arthur  his  first  piano  lessons.  'I  was  brought  up  in  the 
European  manner,'  Mr  Fiedler  says.  'As  a young  boy,  I practiced  the 
violin  and  piano,  and  studied  French  and  German.  I didn't  like  music 
more  than  any  other  kid.  Practice  and  lessons  were  drudgery.'  When  he 
showed  progress  in  his  practice  sessions,  his  mother  rewarded  him  with 
a trip  to  B.  F.  Keith's  vaudeville  theatre  — which  may  account  for  his 
reputation  not  only  as  a popular  conductor  but  as  a showman  par 
excellence. 

Arthur  Fiedler  was  a pupil  at  the  Prince  Grammar  School  and  the  Boston 
Latin  School  until  his  father  retired  after  twenty-five  years  in  the  Boston 
Symphony  and  the  family  returned  to  their  native  Austria.  In  Vienna 
and  later  in  Berlin,  Arthur  worked  in  the  publishing  business  before 
entering  the  Royal  Academy  in  Berlin  as  a student  of  violin,  piano 
and  conducting. 

At  the  outbreak  of  world  war  one  Arthur  Fiedler  returned  to  Boston, 
and  in  1915,  at  the  age  of  twenty,  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  as 
a violinist  under  Karl  Muck.  His  ambition  to  conduct  led  him  to  form, 
nine  years  later,  the  Boston  Sinfonietta,  a chamber  orchestra  composed 
of  Boston  Symphony  members.  At  the  same  time  he  continued  as  a 
member  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  playing  the  violin,  viola,  piano, 
celesta,  organ  and  even  percussion  instruments.  In  1929,  after  long 
planning  and  financial  struggle,  Mr  Fiedler  launched  the  first  of  the 
free  outdoor  Esplanade  Concerts  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Charles  River. 
July  1954  was  a specially  historic  month  in  Esplanade  history:  it  was 
then  that  Governor  Christian  Herter  celebrated  the  twenty-fifth  anniver- 
sary of  the  concerts  by  dedicating  the  new  'Arthur  Fiedler  Bridge'  over 
what  is  now  Storrow  Drive. 

In  1930  Mr  Fiedler  was  appointed  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston 
Pops  concerts,  and  under  his  direction  the  Orchestra  has  made  more 
recordings  than  any  other  in  the  world.  His  discovery  of  a forgotten 
composition  by  Jacob  Gade,  Jalousie , resulted  in  the  sale  of  more  than 
a million  copies  of  the  Pops  recording.  Fourteen  years  ago  RCA  honored 
Arthur  Fiedler  with  a plaque  commemorating  both  his  thirtieth  anniver- 
sary with  Esplanade  concerts  and  the  sale  of  his  two  millionth  album. 
The  total  sales  of  albums,  singles,  tapes  and  cassettes  are  today  not  far 
from  50  million.

He  has  also  con- 
ducted orchestras  all  over  North  and  South  America,  Europe,  Africa, 
Asia  and  Australia. 

In  December  1969  Mr  Fiedler  celebrated  his  seventy-fifth  birthday  by 
conducting  a Gala  Concert  in  Symphony  Hall  with  the  Boston  Symphony. 
Governor  Sargent  added  to  the  occasion  by  proclaiming  it  'Arthur  Fiedler 
Day'  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  Not  only  in  Massachusetts,  but 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  globe,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the 
Boston  Pops  spread  pleasure  and  enjoyment  through  the  universal 
language  of  music.

HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON,  Assistant  Conduc- 
tor  of  the  Boston  Pops,  has  for  many 
years  had  a double  career  in  music.  He 
was  active  both  as  conductor  and  violinist 
before  he  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  in 
1938,  when  Serge  Koussevitzky  was  con- 
ductor. Mr  Dickson's  conducting  career 
has  flourished  over  the  last  thirty  years 
at  the  Pops  and  the  Esplanade,  and  with 
Youth  Concerts  at  Symphony  Hall,  the 
series  he  founded  in  1959.  Born  on  the 
Cambridge  side  of  the  Charles  River,  he  attended  the  Somerville  High 
School  and  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music,  before  winning 
a scholarship  to  the  Hochschule  fur  Musik  in  Berlin,  Germany,  where  he 
studied  for  two  years. 

As  a chamber  music  player,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  has  been  a member  of 
the  Boston  Fine  Arts  Quartet  and  of  the  Boston  Sinfonietta.  He  has 
been  conductor  of  the  Providence  Civic  Orchestra,  and  is  now  Assistant 
Conductor  of  both  the  Pops  and  Esplanade  Orchestras.  Some  years  ago 
he  spent  time  at  the  School  of  Orchestra  Conducting  maintained  by 
another  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  Pierre  Monteux. 

Mr  Dickson  is  an  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about  musicians,  espe- 
cially conductors,  and  has  put  many  of  them  in  his  entertaining  book 
about  music  behind  the  scenes,  Gentlemen , more  c/o/ce,  please , which 
was  published  recently.  He  has  been  awarded  the  distinguished  honor 
of  Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  by  the  French  Govern- 
ment. Last  year  the  National  Conference  on  the  Humanities  presented 
a Certificate  of  Honor  to  Mr  Dickson  in  recognition  of  his  distinguished 
contribution  to  the  humanities  through  his  life  and  work.  One  of  Harry 
Ellis  Dickson's  close  friends  is  Danny  Kaye,  whose  conducting  career 
owes  a great  deal  to  his  advice  and  support.  Mr  Dickson  has  traveled  to 
many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor  to  his  part-time  con- 
ductor friend.

THE  BOSTON)  POPS 


The  evening  of  Saturday  July  11  1885:  in  Boston's  old  Music  Hall  the 
conductor  Adolf  Neuendorff  takes  his  place  on  the  podium,  and  as  he 
signals  the  musicians  of  the  Boston  Symphony  to  begin  Rossini's  Over- 
ture to  'William  Tell',  the  'Promenade  Concerts'  are  born.  It  was  a year 
or  two  earlier  that  Major  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the  Orchestra's  founder, 
had  written  of  his  wish  to  give  in  Boston,  'especially  in  the  summer, 
concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music'.  From  the  earliest  days  there  were 
both  music  and  refreshments  at  the  'Promenades'  — a novel  idea  to 
which  Bostonians  responded  enthusiastically.  The  concerts,  soon  to  be 
given  in  the  springtime  and  to  be  renamed  'Popular',  and  later  'Pops', 
fast  became  a tradition.  Audiences  numbered  in  the  millions  have  come 
to  Music  Hall  and  Symphony  Hall  to  watch  Maestro  Neuendorff  and 
his  seventeen  successors  lead  concerts  that  have  charmed  and  delighted 
with  the  best  in  light  classical  and  popular  music. 

The  'Fiedler  Era'  opened  on  May  7 1930  with  Sir  Edward  Elgar's  'Pomp 
and  Circumstance  March  no.  1',  and  a performance  of  the  'William 
Tell  Overture'  followed  the  next  evening.  Arthur  Fiedler's  canny  choice 
of  programs,  his  sponsorship  of  American  music  and  young  American 
soloists,  and  his  rediscovery  of  the  light  music  of  earlier  days,  quickly 
brought  the  Boston  Pops  to  its  present  unique  position  in  the  world  of 
music.  The  best-selling  recordings  that  Mr  Fiedler  and  the  Pops  Orchestra 
have  made  for  Polydor  and  RCA,  the  innumerable  radio  broadcasts,  and 
the  large  number  of  televised  concerts,  have  brought  the  Boston  Pops 
into  living  rooms  all  over  the  world.  The  winter  appearances  of  the 
Boston  Pops  Tour  Orchestra  throughout  the  United  States,  and  Mr 
Fiedler's  personal  appearances  in  every  part  of  the  globe,  have  created 
countless  Pops  fans  far  beyond  the  city  of  Boston.  The  success  of  the 
television  series  by  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Pops  over  the  network  of 
the  Corporation  for  Public  Broadcasting  in  1970  was  recognized  not  only 
by  the  prestigious  Peabody  Award,  but  also  by  a second  and  third  series 
last  year  and  this. 

In  April  1971  the  Boston  Pops  gave  their  first  concerts  outside  North 
America.  Mr  Fiedler  conducted  concerts  at  the  Royal  Albert  Hall,  London, 
as  part  of  the  Hall's  centennial  celebrations,  and  in  Bonn,  Germany,  at 
the  famed  Beethovenhalle.  Earlier  this  year  the  Pops  Orchestra  played 
in  Ames,  Iowa,  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  made  its  first  appearance  ever 
in  New  York  City  at  a special  concert  in  honor  of  Carnegie  Hall's 
eightieth  anniversary. 

The  Boston  Pops  is  eighty-seven  years  old  this  year,  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony ninety-one,  and  Arthur  Fiedler,  incredibly,  is  seventy-seven.  But 
age  sits  lightly  on  all  of  them,  and  Pops  remains  as  young  and  fresh 
today  as  the  springtime  which  signals  its  return  each  year  to  Symphony 

Hall.

He  has  given 
solo  performances  and  been  active  in  chamber  music  and  teaching 
wherever  he  has  been.

TONIGHT'S  GUEST  CONDUCTOR 

ERICH  KUNZEL,  Resident  Conductor  of  the 
Cincinnati  Symphony  Orchestra,  was 
born  in  New  York  City  in  1935.  He 
began  musical  studies  as  a young  boy,  and 
by  the  time  he  was  halfway  through  his 
high  school  career  he  had  organized  a small 
orchestra  for  radio  concerts  and  a light 
opera  company,  and  was  conducting  and 
arranging  music.  He  entered  Dartmouth 
College  as  a chemistry  major,  but  soon 
decided  that  music  was  to  be  his  career.  He  studied  conducting  with 
Pierre  Monteux,  and  in  1957  made  his  professional  conducting  debut 
with  the  Santa  Fe  Opera  Company.  Later  the  same  year  he  began  gradu- 
ate work  in  music  at  Harvard  University,  and  in  1958  was  appointed  to 
the  music  faculty  of  Brown  University,  where  he  completed  his  master's 
degree.  During  that  time  he  not  only  directed  choral  and  chamber 
ensembles,  but  was  also  assistant  conductor  of  the  Rhode  Island  Phil- 
harmonic. Continuing  his  studies  with  Pierre  Monteux,  he  became  his 
Personal  Assistant  on  Monteux's  last  tours  of  Europe  and  America. 

In  recent  years  Erich  Kunzel  has  conducted  at  the  Cincinnati  Summer 
Opera  Festival  and  at  the  Long  Island  Festival.  In  1968  he  directed  the 
premiere  of  Borodin's  Prince  Igor  in  an  English  translation.  Now  in  his 
sixth  year  with  the  Cincinnati  Symphony,  he  took  part  in  the  Orchestra's 
world  tour  in  1966,  conducting  concerts  in  Kuala  Lumpur,  Singapore, 
Manila,  Okinawa,  Taipei,  Japan,  Korea  and  Hong  Kong.  After  directing 
the  premiere  of  Brubeck's  The  light  in  the  wilderness , which  he  also 
recorded,  he  conducted  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  in  Europe.  He  has 
appeared  on  several  occasions  as  guest  conductor  with  the  Boston  Pops, 
and  made  his  debut  with  the  Boston  Symphony  last  fall.  Erich  Kunzel's 
records  are  on  the  Decca  label.

ROUBEN  GREGORIAN,  conductor,  com- 
poser, violinist  and  teacher,  was  born  in 
Tifliz,  Russia,  in  1915.  Soon  after,  his 
Armenian  parents  moved  to  a small  town 
near  Teheran,  Iran,  where  his  father  became 
a violin  teacher.  Mr  Gregorian's  educa- 
tion included  Armenian  Central  College  in 
Tabriz,  Iran,  the  Teheran  Conservatory,  the 
Ecole  de  Musique  in  Paris,  and  the  National 
Conservatory  of  Music  in  Paris.  He  was 
Director  of  the  Teheran  Conservatory  and 
Music  Director  and  Conductor  of  the  Teheran  Symphony.  From  1949 
to  1951  he  headed  the  music  section  of  the  Iranian  National  Commission 
of  UNESCO.  He  came  to  Boston  in  1952,  and  has  since  been  a faculty 
member  of  the  Boston  Conservatory  of  Music,  where  he  teaches  violin 
and  chamber  music,  and  directs  the  Conservatory  Chorus  and  the 
Conservatory  Orchestra.  He  has  been  the  Music  Director  of  the  Portland, 
Maine,  Symphony,  a guest  conductor  of  the  Boston  Esplanade  Orchestra 
since  1952,  and  was  Music  Director  and  Conductor  of  the  Boston 
Women's  Symphony.  Each  year  Mr  Gregorian  is  a guest  conductor  of 
the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra.  He  has  conducted  for  several  recordings, 
and  has  composed  many  works,  including  Iranian  Folks  Songs  and 
I rami  an  Suite.

PATRICIA  MICHAELIAN,  a native  of  San  Francisco  and  a graduate  of  the 
Curtis  Institute  of  Music,  was  born  into  a musical  family.  She  began 
playing  the  piano  before  %the  age  of  four  and  began  winning  awards 
before  the  age  of  eleven.

His 
Pops  records  have  sold  over  48,000,000  copies.

ARTHUR  FIEDLER 

Arthur  Fiedler  is  without  doubt  Boston's 
best  known  and  best  loved  citizen.  His 
unique  personality,  his  warmth,  his  style, 
and  his  individual  approach  to  music  have 
made  him  as  familiar  as  Symphony  Hall 
itself.  More  than  the  local  boy  who  made 
good,  he  has  put  an  indelible  mark  not 
only  on  the  musical  history  of  this  city, 
but  also  on  the  musical  taste  of  millions 
throughout  the  world. 

Born  in  Boston  on  December  17  1894, 

Arthur  Fiedler  inherited  a rich  family  background  of  European  musical 
culture.  His  father,  Austrian-born  Emanuel  Fiedler,  was  a first  violinist 
with  the  Boston  Symphony,  and  his  mother  a gifted  amateur  musician 
who  gave  young  Arthur  his  first  piano  lessons.  'I  was  brought  up  in  the 
European  manner/  Mr  Fiedler  says.  'As  a young  boy,  I practiced  the 
violin  and  piano,  and  studied  French  and  German.  I didn't  like  music 
more  than  any  other  kid.  Practice  and  lessons  were  drudgery."  When  he 
showed  progress  in  his  practice  sessions,  his  mother  rewarded  him  with 
a trip  to  B.  F.  Keith's  vaudeville  theatre  — which  may  account  for  his 
reputation  not  only  as  a popular  conductor  but  as  a showman  par 
excellence. 

Arthur  Fiedler  was  a pupil  at  the  Prince  Grammar  School  and  the  Boston 
Latin  School  until  his  father  retired  after  twenty-five  years  in  the  Boston 
Symphony  and  the  family  returned  to  their  native  Austria.  In  Vienna 
and  later  in  Berlin,  Arthur  worked  in  the  publishing  business  before 
entering  the  Royal  Academy  in  Berlin  as  a student  of  violin,  piano 
and  conducting. 

At  the  outbreak  of  world  war  one  Arthur  Fiedler  returned  to  Boston, 
and  in  1915,  at  the  age  of  twenty,  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  as 
a violinist  under  Karl  Muck.  His  ambition  to  conduct  led  him  to  form, 
nine  years  later,  the  Boston  Sinfonietta,  a chamber  orchestra  composed 
of  Boston  Symphony  members.  At  the  same  time  he  continued  as  a 
member  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  playing  the  violin,  viola,  piano, 
celesta,  organ  and  even  percussion  instruments.  In  1929,  after  long 
planning  and  financial  struggle,  Mr  Fiedler  launched  the  first  of  the 
free  outdoor  Esplanade  Concerts  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Charles  River. 
July  1954  was  a specially  historic  month  in  Esplanade  history:  it  was 
then  that  Governor  Christian  Herter  celebrated  the  twenty-fifth  anniver- 
sary of  the  concerts  by  dedicating  the  new  'Arthur  Fiedler  Bridge'  over 
what  is  now  Storrow  Drive. 

In  1930  Mr  Fiedler  was  appointed  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston 
Pops  concerts,  and  under  his  direction  the  Orchestra  has  made  more 
recordings  than  any  other  in  the  world.  His  discovery  of  a forgotten 
composition  by  Jacob  Gade,  Jalousie , resulted  in  the  sale  of  more  than 
a million  copies  of  the  Pops  recording.  Fourteen  years  ago  RCA  honored 
Arthur  Fiedler  with  a plaque  commemorating  both  his  thirtieth  anniver- 
sary with  Esplanade  concerts  and  the  sale  of  his  two  millionth  album. 
The  total  sales  of  albums,  singles,  tapes  and  cassettes  are  today  not  far 
from  50  million.

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Arthur  Fiedler  has  also  found  time  during  his  busy  career  to  teach  at 
Boston  University,  to  conduct  Boston's  Cecilia  Society  Chorus,  the 
University  Glee  Club  of  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  and  the  MacDowell 
Club  Orchestra  of  Boston.  He  has  conducted  a long  list  of  major 
American  orchestras  including  the  Boston  Symphony.  He  has  also  con- 
ducted orchestras  all  over  North  and  South  America,  Europe,  Africa, 
Asia  and  Australia. 

In  December  1969  Mr  Fiedler  celebrated  his  seventy-fifth  birthday  by 
conducting  a Gala  Concert  in  Symphony  Hall  with  the  Boston  Symphony. 
Governor  Sargent  added  to  the  occasion  by  proclaiming  it  'Arthur  Fiedler 
Day'  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  Not  only  in  Massachusetts,  but 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  globe,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the 
Boston  Pops  spread  pleasure  and  enjoyment  through  the  universal 
language  of  music. 


Arthur  Fiedler,  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra,  and  the  City  of  Boston 
were  both  honored  last  fall  when  Mr  Fiedler  was  chosen  to  represent  Boston  as 
Conductor  of  the  first  World  Orchestra.  Under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Federation

HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON,  Assistant  Conduc- 
tor of  the  Boston  Pops,  has  for  many 
years  had  a double  career  in  music.  He 
was  active  both  as  conductor  and  violinist 
before  he  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  in 
1938,  when  Serge  Koussevitzky  was  con- 
ductor. Mr  Dickson's  conducting  career 
has  flourished  over  the  last  thirty  years 
at  the  Pops  and  the  Esplanade,  and  with 
Youth  Concerts  at  Symphony  Hall,  the 
series  he  founded  in  1959.  Born  on  the 
Cambridge  side  of  the  Charles  River,  he  attended  the  Somerville  High 
School  and  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music,  before  winning 
a scholarship  to  the  Hochschule  fur  Musik  in  Berlin,  Germany,  where  he 
studied  for  two  years. 

As  a chamber  music  player,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  has  been  a member  of 
the  Boston  Fine  Arts  Quartet  and  of  the  Boston  Sinfonietta.  He  has 
been  conductor  of  the  Providence  Civic  Orchestra,  and  is  now  Assistant 
Conductor  of  both  the  Pops  and  Esplanade  Orchestras.  Some  years  ago 
he  spent  time  at  the  School  of  Orchestra  Conducting  maintained  by 
another  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  Pierre  Monteux. 

Mr  Dickson  is  an  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about  musicians,  espe- 
cially conductors,  and  has  put  many  of  them  in  his  entertaining  book 
about  music  behind  the  scenes,  Gentlemen , more  cfo/ce,  please , which 
was  published  recently.  He  has  been  awarded  the  distinguished  honor 
of  Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  by  the  French  Govern- 
ment. Last  year  the  National  Conference  on  the  Humanities  presented 
a Certificate  of  Honor  to  Mr  Dickson  in  recognition  of  his  distinguished 
contribution  to  the  humanities  through  his  life  and  work.  One  of  Harry 
Ellis  Dickson's  close  friends  is  Danny  Kaye,  whose  conducting  career 
owes  a great  deal  to  his  advice  and  support.  Mr  Dickson  has  traveled  to 
many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor  to  his  part-time  con- 
ductor friend.

THE  BOSTON!  POPS 


The  evening  of  Saturday  July  11  1885:  in  Boston's  old  Music  Hall  the 
conductor  Adolf  Neuendorff  takes  his  place  on  the  podium,  and  as  he 
signals  the  musicians  of  the  Boston  Symphony  to  begin  Rossini's  Over- 
ture to  'William  Tell',  the  'Promenade  Concerts'  are  born.  It  was  a year 
or  two  earlier  that  Major  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the  Orchestra's  founder, 
had  written  of  his  wish  to  give  in  Boston,  'especially  in  the  summer, 
concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music'.  From  the  earliest  days  there  were 
both  music  and  refreshments  at  the  'Promenades'  — a novel  idea  to 
which  Bostonians  responded  enthusiastically.  The  concerts,  soon  to  be 
given  in  the  springtime  and  to  be  renamed  'Popular',  and  later  'Pops', 
fast  became  a tradition.  Audiences  numbered  in  the  millions  have  come 
to  Music  Hall  and  Symphony  Hall  to  watch  Maestro  Neuendorff  and 
his  seventeen  successors  lead  concerts  that  have  charmed  and  delighted 
with  the  best  in  light  classical  and  popular  music. 

The  'Fiedler  Era'  opened  on  May  7 1930  with  Sir  Edward  Elgar's  'Pomp 
and  Circumstance  March  no.  1',  and  a performance  of  the  'William 
Tell  Overture'  followed  the  next  evening.  Arthur  Fiedler's  canny  choice 
of  programs,  his  sponsorship  of  American  music  and  young  American 
soloists,  and  his  rediscovery  of  the  light  music  of  earlier  days,  quickly 
brought  the  Boston  Pops  to  its  present  unique  position  in  the  world  of 
music.  The  best-selling  recordings  that  Mr  Fiedler  and  the  Pops  Orchestra 
have  made  for  Polydor  and  RCA,  the  innumerable  radio  broadcasts,  and 
the  large  number  of  televised  concerts,  have  brought  the  Boston  Pops 
into  living  rooms  all  over  the  world.  The  winter  appearances  of  the 
Boston  Pops  Tour  Orchestra  throughout  the  United  States,  and  Mr 
Fiedler's  personal  appearances  in  every  part  of  the  globe,  have  created 
countless  Pops  fans  far  beyond  the  city  of  Boston.  The  success  of  the 
television  series  by  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Pops  over  the  network  of 
the  Corporation  for  Public  Broadcasting  in  1970  was  recognized  not  only 
by  the  prestigious  Peabody  Award,  but  also  by  a second  and  third  series 
last  year  and  this. 

In  April  1971  the  Boston  Pops  gave  their  first  concerts  outside  North 
America.  Mr  Fiedler  conducted  concerts  at  the  Royal  Albert  Hall,  London, 
as  part  of  the  Hall's  centennial  celebrations,  and  in  Bonn,  Germany,  at 
the  famed  Beethovenhalle.  Earlier  this  year  the  Pops  Orchestra  played 
in  Ames,  Iowa,  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  made  its  first  appearance  ever 
in  New  York  City  at  a special  concert  in  honor  of  Carnegie  Hall's 
eightieth  anniversary. 

The  Boston  Pops  is  eighty-seven  years  old  this  year,  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony ninety-one,  and  Arthur  Fiedler,  incredibly,  is  seventy-seven.  But 
age  sits  lightly  on  all  of  them,  and  Pops  remains  as  young  and  fresh 
today  as  the  springtime  which  signals  its  return  each  year  to  Symphony 
Hall.

ERICH  KUNZEL,  Resident  Conductor  of  the  Sfc 
Cincinnati  Symphony  Orchestra,  was 
born  in  New  York  City  in  1935.  He 
began  musical  studies  as  a young  boy,  and 
by  the  time  he  was  halfway  through  his 
high  school  career  he  had  organized  a small 
orchestra  for  radio  concerts  and  a light 
opera  company,  and  was  conducting  and 
arranging  music.  He  entered  Dartmouth 
College  as  a chemistry  major,  but  soon 
decided  that  music  was  to  be  his  career.  He  studied  conducting  with 
Pierre  Monteux,  and  in  1957  made  his  professional  conducting  debut 
with  the  Santa  Fe  Opera  Company.  Later  the  same  year  he  began  gradu- 
ate work  in  music  at  Harvard  University,  and  in  1958  was  appointed  to 
the  music  faculty  of  Brown  University,  where  he  completed  his  master's 
degree.  During  that  time  he  not  only  directed  choral  and  chamber 
ensembles,  but  was  also  assistant  conductor  of  the  Rhode  Island  Phil- 
harmonic. Continuing  his  studies  with  Pierre  Monteux,  he  became  his 
Personal  Assistant  on  Monteux's  last  tours  of  Europe  and  America. 

In  recent  years  Erich  Kunzel  has  conducted  at  the  Cincinnati  Summer 
Opera  Festival  and  at  the  Long  Island  Festival.  In  1968  he  directed  the 
premiere  of  Borodin's  Prince  Igor  in  an  English  translation.  Now  in  his 
sixth  year  with  the  Cincinnati  Symphony,  he  took  part  in  the  Orchestra's 
world  tour  in  1966,  conducting  concerts  in  Kuala  Lumpur,  Singapore, 
Manila,  Okinawa,  Taipei,  Japan,  Korea  and  Hong  Kong.  After  directing 
the  premiere  of  Brubeck's  The  light  in  the  wilderness , which  he  also 
recorded,  he  conducted  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  in  Europe.  He  has 
appeared  on  several  occasions  as  guest  conductor  with  the  Boston  Pops, 
and  made  his  debut  with  the  Boston  Symphony  last  fall.  Erich  Kunzel's 
records  are  on  the  Decca  label.

In  1963  he  studied  with  Eugene  Foster 
in  Salt  Lake  City,  and  the  following  year  won  a fellowship  at  the  Berk- 
shire Music  Center  at  Tanglewood.  Meanwhile  he  had  moved  to  Provi- 
dence, Rhode  Island,  and  again  became  a pupil  of  Julius  Baker.  Paul 
Fried  graduated  from  high  school  in  1965,  winning  in  the  same  year  first 
prize  in  the  Rhode  Island  Music  Competition.  He  entered  the  Juilliard 
School  that  fall  on  a scholarship,  and  remained  there  until  his  gradua- 
tion in  1970.  During  the  years  he  was  based  in  New  York,  Paul  Fried  was 
a fellow  of  the  Berkshire  Music  Center  at  Tanglewood  and  played  in  the 
orchestra  which  accompanied  the  Royal  Ballet  when  the  company 
visited  this  country,  and  with  the  Musica  Aeterna  Orchestra.

ARTHUR  FIEDLER 

Arthur  Fiedler  is  without  doubt  Boston's 
best  known  and  best  loved  citizen.  His 
unique  personality,  his  warmth,  his  style, 
and  his  individual  approach  to  music  have 
made  him  as  familiar  as  Symphony  Hall 
itself.  More  than  the  local  boy  who  made 
good,  he  has  put  an  indelible  mark  not 
only  on  the  musical  history  of  this  city, 
but  also  on  the  musical  taste  of  millions 
throughout  the  world. 

Born  in  Boston  on  December  17  1894, 

Arthur  Fiedler  inherited  a rich  family  background  of  European  musical 
culture.  His  father,  Austrian-born  Emanuel  Fiedler,  was  a first  violinist 
with  the  Boston  Symphony,  and  his  mother  a gifted  amateur  musician 
who  gave  young  Arthur  his  first  piano  lessons.  'I  was  brought  up  in  the 
European  manner,'  Mr  Fiedler  says.  'As  a young  boy,  I practiced  the 
violin  and  piano,  and  studied  French  and  German.  I didn't  like  music 
more  than  any  other  kid.  Practice  and  lessons  were  drudgery/  When  he 
showed  progress  in  his  practice  sessions,  his  mother  rewarded  him  with 
a trip  to  B.  F.  Keith's  vaudeville  theatre — -which  may  account  for  his 
reputation  not  only  as  a popular  conductor  but  as  a showman  par 
excellence. 

Arthur  Fiedler  was  a pupil  at  the  Prince  Grammar  School  and  the  Boston 
Latin  School  until  his  father  retired  after  twenty-five  years  in  the  Boston 
Symphony  and  the  family  returned  to  their  native  Austria.  In  Vienna 
and  later  in  Berlin,  Arthur  worked  in  the  publishing  business  before 
entering  the  Royal  Academy  in  Berlin  as  a student  of  violin,  piano 
and  conducting. 

At  the  outbreak  of  world  war  one  Arthur  Fiedler  returned  to  Boston, 
and  in  1915,  at  the  age  of  twenty,  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  as 
a violinist  under  Karl  Muck.  His  ambition  to  conduct  led  him  to  form, 
nine  years  later,  the  Boston  Sinfonietta,  a chamber  orchestra  composed 
of  Boston  Symphony  members.  At  the  same  time  he  continued  as  a 
member  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  playing  the  violin,  viola,  piano, 
celesta,  organ  and  even  percussion  instruments.  In  1929,  after  long 
planning  and  financial  struggle,  Mr  Fiedler  launched  the  first  of  the 
free  outdoor  Esplanade  Concerts  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Charles  River. 
July  1954  was  a specially  historic  month  in  Esplanade  history:  it  was 
then  that  Governor  Christian  Herter  celebrated  the  twenty-fifth  anniver- 
sary of  the  concerts  by  dedicating  the  new  'Arthur  Fiedler  Bridge'  over 
what  is  now  Storrow  Drive. 

In  1930  Mr  Fiedler  was  appointed  the  eighteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston 
Pops  concerts,  and  under  his  direction  the  Orchestra  has  made  more 
recordings  than  any  other  in  the  world.  His  discovery  of  a forgotten 
composition  by  Jacob  Gade,  Jalousie,  resulted  in  the  sale  of  more  than 
a million  copies  of  the  Pops  recording.  Fourteen  years  ago  RCA  honored 
Arthur  Fiedler  with  a plaque  commemorating  both  his  thirtieth  anniver- 
sary with  Esplanade  concerts  and  the  sale  of  his  two  millionth  album. 
The  total  sales  of  albums,  singles,  tapes  and  cassettes  are  today  not  far 
from  50  million.

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Arthur  Fiedler  has  also  found  time  during  his  busy  career  to  teach  at 
Boston  University,  to  conduct  Boston's  Cecilia  Society  Chorus,  the 
University  Glee  Club  of  Providence,  Rhode  Island,  and  the  MacDowell 
Club  Orchestra  of  Boston.  He  has  conducted  a long  list  of  major 
American  orchestras  including  the  Boston  Symphony.  He  has  also  con- 
ducted orchestras  all  over  North  and  South  America,  Europe,  Africa, 
Asia  and  Australia. 

In  December  1969  Mr  Fiedler  celebrated  his  seventy-fifth  birthday  by 
conducting  a Gala  Concert  in  Symphony  Hall  with  the  Boston  Symphony. 
Governor  Sargent  added  to  the  occasion  by  proclaiming  it  'Arthur  Fiedler 
Day'  throughout  the  Commonwealth.  Not  only  in  Massachusetts,  but 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  globe,  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the 
Boston  Pops  spread  pleasure  and  enjoyment  through  the  universal 
language  of  music.

HARRY  ELLIS  DICKSON,  Assistant  Conduc- 
tor of  the  Boston  Pops,  has  for  many 
years  had  a double  career  in  music.  He 
was  active  both  as  conductor  and  violinist 
before  he  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  in 
1938,  when  Serge  Koussevitzky  was  con- 
ductor. Mr  Dickson's  conducting  career 
has  flourished  over  the  last  thirty  years 
at  the  Pops  and  the  Esplanade,  and  with 
Youth  Concerts  at  Symphony  Hall,  the 
series  he  founded  in  1959.  Born  on  the 
Cambridge  side  of  the  Charles  River,  he  attended  the  Somerville  High 
School  and  the  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music,  before  winning 
a scholarship  to  the  Hochschule  fur  Musik  in  Berlin,  Germany,  where  he 
studied  for  two  years. 

As  a chamber  music  player,  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  has  been  a member  of 
the  Boston  Fine  Arts  Quartet  and  of  the  Boston  Sinfonietta.  He  has 
been  conductor  of  the  Providence  Civic  Orchestra,  and  is  now  Assistant 
Conductor  of  both  the  Pops  and  Esplanade  Orchestras.  Some  years  ago 
he  spent  time  at  the  School  of  Orchestra  Conducting  maintained  by 
another  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Symphony,  Pierre  Monteux. 

Mr  Dickson  is  an  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about  musicians,  espe- 
cially conductors,  and  has  put  many  of  them  in  his  entertaining  book 
about  music  behind  the  scenes,  Gentlemen , more  dolce,  please , which 
was  published  recently.  He  has  been  awarded  the  distinguished  honor 
of  Chevalier  in  the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  by  the  French  Govern- 
ment. Last  year  the  National  Conference  on  the  Humanities  presented 
a Certificate  of  Honor  to  Mr  Dickson  in  recognition  of  his  distinguished 
contribution  to  the  humanities  through  his  life  and  work.  One  of  Harry 
Ellis  Dickson's  close  friends  is  Danny  Kaye,  whose  conducting  career 
owes  a great  deal  to  his  advice  and  support.  Mr  Dickson  has  traveled  to 
many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical  mentor  to  his  part-time  con- 
ductor friend.

THE  BOSTON)  POPS 


The  evening  of  Saturday  July  11  1885:  in  Boston's  old  Music  Hall  the 
conductor  Adolf  Neuendorff  takes  his  place  on  the  podium,  and  as  he 
signals  the  musicians  of  the  Boston  Symphony  to  begin  Rossini's  Over- 
ture to  'William  Tell',  the  'Promenade  Concerts'  are  born.  It  was  a year 
or  two  earlier  that  Major  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the  Orchestra's  founder, 
had  written  of  his  wish  to  give  in  Boston,  'especially  in  the  summer, 
concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of  music'.  From  the  earliest  days  there  were 
both  music  and  refreshments  at  the  'Promenades'  — a novel  idea  to 
which  Bostonians  responded  enthusiastically.  The  concerts,  soon  to  be 
given  in  the  springtime  and  to  be  renamed  'Popular',  and  later  'Pops', 
fast  became  a tradition.  Audiences  numbered  in  the  millions  have  come 
to  Music  Hall  and  Symphony  Hall  to  watch  Maestro  Neuendorff  and 
his  seventeen  successors  lead  concerts  that  have  charmed  and  delighted 
with  the  best  in  light  classical  and  popular  music. 

The  'Fiedler  Era'  opened  on  May  7 1930  with  Sir  Edward  Elgar's  'Pomp 
and  Circumstance  March  no.  1',  and  a performance  of  the  'William 
Tell  Overture'  followed  the  next  evening.  Arthur  Fiedler's  canny  choice 
of  programs,  his  sponsorship  of  American  music  and  young  American 
soloists,  and  his  rediscovery  of  the  light  music  of  earlier  days,  quickly 
brought  the  Boston  Pops  to  its  present  unique  position  in  the  world  of 
music.  The  best-selling  recordings  that  Mr  Fiedler  and  the  Pops  Orchestra 
have  made  for  Polydor  and  RCA,  the  innumerable  radio  broadcasts,  and 
the  large  number  of  televised  concerts,  have  brought  the  Boston  Pops 
into  living  rooms  all  over  the  world.  The  winter  appearances  of  the 
Boston  Pops  Tour  Orchestra  throughout  the  United  States,  and  Mr 
Fiedler's  personal  appearances  in  every  part  of  the  globe,  have  created 
countless  Pops  fans  far  beyond  the  city  of  Boston.  The  success  of  the 
television  series  by  Arthur  Fiedler  and  the  Pops  over  the  network  of 
the  Corporation  for  Public  Broadcasting  in  1970  was  recognized  not  only 
by  the  prestigious  Peabody  Award,  but  also  by  a second  and  third  series 
last  year  and  this. 

In  April  1971  the  Boston  Pops  gave  their  first  concerts  outside  North 
America.  Mr  Fiedler  conducted  concerts  at  the  Royal  Albert  Hall,  London, 
as  part  of  the  Hall's  centennial  celebrations,  and  in  Bonn,  Germany,  at 
the  famed  Beethovenhalle.  Earlier  this  year  the  Pops  Orchestra  played 
in  Ames,  Iowa,  in  Chicago,  Illinois,  and  made  its  first  appearance  ever 
in  New  York  City  at  a special  concert  in  honor  of  Carnegie  Hall's 
eightieth  anniversary. 

The  Boston  Pops  is  eighty-seven  years  old  this  year,  the  Boston  Sym- 
phony ninety-one,  and  Arthur  Fiedler,  incredibly,  is  seventy-seven.  But 
age  sits  lightly  on  all  of  them,  and  Pops  remains  as  young  and  fresh 
today  as  the  springtime  which  signals  its  return  each  year  to  Symphony 
Hall.

DONN-ALEXANDRE  FEDER  began  his  con- 
cert career  at  the  age  of  thirteen,  when  he 
appeared  with  Eugene  Ormandy  and  the 
Philadelphia  Orchestra.  He  won  numerous 
awards,  including  a scholarship  to  the 
Juilliard  School  where  his  teachers  were 
Rosina  Lhevinne  and  Ilona  Kabos.  While  in 
Poland  on  a joint  State  Department-Polish 
government  grant  he  became  the  first 
American  to  play  in  the  house  of  Chopin's 
birth  and  was  hailed  as  'a  splendid  Ameri- 
can pianist  who  plays  Chopin  in  the  finest  Polish  tradition'.  Donn- 
Alexandre  has  recorded  Chopin's  second  and  Prokofiev's  third  Piano 
Concertos  with  the  Netherlands  Radio  Philharmonic  conducted  by 
Willem  Van  Otterloo,  a recording  which  won  the  1969  International 
Recording  Competition  in  Austin,  Texas.  In  the  same  year  he  also  won 
the  Kosciuszko  Foundation  award  for  his  doctorate  on  Syzmanowski 
and  played  a successful  Chopin-Syzmanowski  recital  in  Lincoln  Center. 
This  season  he  toured  the  Pacific-Northwest  with  the  Denver  Symphony. 
Besides  his  many  concert  engagements  Donn-Alexandre  Feder  teaches 
at  the  Manhattan  School  of  Music  and  the  Philadelphia  Musical  Acad- 
emy. He  was  recently  named  in  the  1972  edition  of  'Outstanding  Young 
Men  of  America'.  He  is  no  stranger  to  Boston  Pops  audiences  and  has 
appeared  frequently  in  the  Pops  and  Esplanade  seasons  in  past  years.

ERICH  KUNZEL,  Resident  Conductor  of  the 
Cincinnati  Symphony  Orchestra,  was 
born  in  New  York  City  in  1935.  He 
began  musical  studies  as  a young  boy,  and 
by  the  time  he  was  halfway  through  his 
high  school  career  he  had  organized  a small 
orchestra  for  radio  concerts  and  a light 
opera  company,  and  was  conducting  and 
arranging  music.  He  entered  Dartmouth 
College  as  a chemistry  major,  but  soon 
decided  that  music  was  to  be  his  career.  He  studied  conducting  with 
Pierre  Monteux,  and  in  1957  made  his  professional  conducting  debut 
with  the  Santa  Fe  Opera  Company.  Later  the  same  year  he  began  gradu- 
ate work  in  music  at  Harvard  University,  and  in  1958  was  appointed  to 
the  music  faculty  of  Brown  University,  where  he  completed  his  master's 
degree.  During  that  time  he  not  only  directed  choral  and  chamber 
ensembles,  but  was  also  assistant  conductor  of  the  Rhode  Island  Phil- 
harmonic. Continuing  his  studies  with  Pierre  Monteux,  he  became  his 
Personal  Assistant  on  Monteux's  last  tours  of  Europe  and  America. 


In  recent  years  Erich  Kunzel  has  conducted  at  the  Cincinnati  Summer 
Opera  Festival  and  at  the  Long  Island  Festival.  In  1968  he  directed  the 
premiere  of  Borodin's  Prince  Igor  in  an  English  translation.  Now  in  his 
sixth  year  with  the  Cincinnati  Symphony,  he  took  part  in  the  Orchestra's 
world  tour  in  1966,  conducting  concerts  in  Kuala  Lumpur,  Singapore, 
Manila,  Okinawa,  Taipei,  Japan,  Korea  and  Hong  Kong.  After  directing 
the  premiere  of  Brubeck's  The  light  in  the  wilderness , which  he  also 
recorded,  he  conducted  the  Cincinnati  Symphony  in  Europe.  He  has 
appeared  on  several  occasions  as  guest  conductor  with  the  Boston  Pops, 
and  made  his  debut  with  the  Boston  Symphony  last  fall.  Erich  Kunzel's 
records  are  on  the  Decca  label.
